THE METRIC SYSTEM. 
Advocacy of the adoption of the me- 
tric system of weights and meas- 
ures has suddenly become a hobby of 
several of the prominent daily papers, 
papers too, which, at the time when the 
proposition to change the present sys- 
tem was before Congress, were luke- 
warm in their advocacy of the change 
and naturally the cause for this sud- 
den. ebullition of enthusiasm is sought, 
but without other conclusions than that 
it has assumed the phase of a hobby. 
That the change would prove beneficial 
goes without saying, but that it is so 
universally demanded as is now made 
to appear, is an exaggeration. The 
commercial interests, and especially 
those engaged in foreign trade, carnest- 
ly favor the change, as do also the 
various scientific bodies, manufacturers 
of various products, notably of phar- 
maceutical preparations, but there is 
also an important and influential class 
who are opposed to the adoption of the 
more modern and convenient system. 
Manufacturers of machinery of nearly 
all classes are opposed to the proposed 
change for reasons that must appear 
obvious to anyone at all familiar with 
this branch of industry. This is a case. 
however, where the temporary incon- 
venience of the minority interests must 
give way to the wishes and more ex- 
tensive interests of the majority, but 
their interests should not ignored 
and should receive proper considera- 
tion, Heretofore, when efforts were 
made to bring about the change, strong 
opposition has developed and the plan 
has been abandoned, or, at least, the 
ardent advocates of the change have 
concluded to defer their advocacy of 
the change to a more propitious time. 
Whether that time has now arrived is 
a mooted question, but that the metric 
system of weights and measures will 
finally be adopted as the legal systein 
in this country and Great Britain, the 
only two important commercial and 
manufacturing nations now adhering

SPIRIIS TURPENTINE AND 
ROSINS HIGHER. 


Recent developments in the naval 
Stores markets at the South have had 
a decidedly favorable influence on 
Which made substantial gains 
for both spirits and rosins. The recent 
heavy accumulations of naval stores at 
Savannah, which were held by certain 
iurge interests in the South, were ab- 
sorbed by other large interests, and the 
demoralization and topheaviness' to 
the market was immediately remedied, 
All naval in Florida, ex- 
cept Pensacola, have been made open 
markets. The war between two large 
Southern interests to control the output 
of naval stores the present season 
has been finally ended. Late develop- 
ments in the naval stores situation, of 
great importance to the producers, was 
the combination the Naval Stores 
iixport Company with the old exporters 
known as the “Big Four” at a meeting 
of directors the Naval Stores Ex- 
port Company (which organization is 
governed by producers) at Jacksonville, 
Florida, recently. By this combination 
all friction is eliminated and satisfac- 
tory minimums for turpentine and 
rosin have established for the 
next five years. Friction among dis- 
tributers, which has proved harmful to 
producers and the entire naval stores 
trading, after the product the 
stills, has been eliminated and a satis- 
factory trading basis for handling 
goods is established. The minimums 
established by the agreement made be- 
tween the export interests, the “Big 
Four” and the Naval Stores Export 
Company, are claimed to be satisfac- 
tory. It is also claimed that this does 
not necessarily mean that prices will 
not higher than those minimums, 
The law of supply and demand will 
henceforth regulate prices. Through 
the past efforts of the Naval Stores Ex- 
port Company, composed of operators 
and factors, better minimums were es- 
tablished for both spirits of turpentine 
and rosins than asked of the Big Four, 
and the company has ably handled 
the producers’ output during the past 
six months, which brought about the 
present result of a five years’ agree- 
ment between all export interests, by 
which prices in the future will be main- 
tained at satisfactory minimums. The 
turpentine operators, through their own 
export company, are now allied with 
the export interests for their mutual 
benefit. 

At the recent annual convention of the 
Turpentine Operators’ Association, held 
at Jacksonville, Florida, and which 
drew a large attendance, numbering 
about four hundred members, all tur- 
pentine operators from various sections 
in the turpentine belt, resolutions were 
adopted to take measures to check the 
adulteration of spirits of turpentine. 
Also to maintain prices during the 
coming year and to reduce the box cut 
for the present season to not less than 
fifty per cent., in order “to make the 
demand exceed the supply.” 

Trade in the local market has been 
stimulated to some extent in rosin, in 
response to substantial rises in prices 
at Savannah, due to an active demand 
there. - Similar conditions also apply to 
the market for spirits of turpentine. 
Sales on the whole, howéver,' were mod- 
erate, and business, as usual during the 
closing month of the year, is being re-

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IMPROVING STABILITY OF 


QUININE 
The effect of the material reduction 
in the cinchona bark unit at the late 


Amsterdam auction seems to have been 
sufficiently to restore con- 
fidence in a maintenance of quinine 
values, and with the promise of in- 
creasing activity upon the more favor- 
able turn of the weather, the expecta- 
tions for a sustained market appear to 
be based on reasonable premises. The 
consuming movement has been gener- 
ally disappointing in its extent so far 
this season, but with the prospects for 
any decline in prices eliminated, the in- 
terest of buyers is likely to be stimu- 
lated and their seasonable requirements 
more fully covered. Summarizing the 
results of the Amsterdam bark sales 
during recent years, we find the aver-

The excess of the bark shipments 


from Java to Europe during this year 
has undoubtedly been the factor for the 
declining tendency of the unit as de- 
termined by the Amsterdam auctions. 
The syndicate representing the Java 
growers in Amsterdam for the mainte- 
nance of a six Dutch cent level may, it 
is reported, be dissolved upon the end 
of the year, as its influence seems to 
have been nullified by the results at six 
of the ten Amsterdam sales during 1905. 
Local dealers believe that the bark 
shipments could be easily controlled to 
establish values at a much more fa- 
vorable basis to holders. Of principal 
interest at this writing is the an- 
nouncement of the Java quinine sale at 
Batavia on Wednesday. As was gen- 
erally expected the result was a lower 
unit, fourteen florins, a decline of one- 
half a florin from that at the previous 
sale. Results of the Batavia auctions 
during recent years are shown in the

WINDOW GLASS MARKET UN- 
SETTLED. 


governing the window 
glass market during the past three 
months have been of a most unsatis- 
factory nature, due to several disturb- 
ing elements of a demoralizing char- 
acter. Several meetings have been held 
by the wage committee of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Window Glass 
Workers of America and of the organ- 
ization of the independent manufac- 
turers, but there was nothing done to 
adjust the differences regarding the es- 
tablishment of a_ satisfactory wage 
seale. At a recent meeting held by 
the above committees, at Cleveland, a 
proposition was submitted to the man- 
ufacturers, whereby it is believed that

relief will be afforded from the de- 
moralization in prices, caused by the 
sharp competition from the machine 


made glass manufacturers throughout 
the United States. This proposition 
will be kept under cover and not made 
public until it is presented at a meet- 
ing to be held at Pittsburgh early in 
January by the independent manufac- 
turers of hand-made glass. There is 
talk in window glass circles here, that 
the new proposition, if accepted, will 
stiffen prices; meanwhile the old wage 
scale will be adhered to. 

Owing to the good prices for glass 
last fall, a number of new firms en- 
gaged in the manufacture of hand- 
made glass. In order to drive the small 
concerns out of business the machine 
interests waged a war on them last 
September by cutting prices on win- 
dow glass, and cuts since then amount 
to over forty per cent. This demoralized 
the market and manufacturers of 
hand-made glass, in order to meet the 
severe cuts by the machine interests, 
have been and are being forced to 
market their glass below the cost of 
production. 

Plate glass was in a similar position 
early in the year and many factories 
closed down, thus curtailing produc- 
tion. Under an agreement by the man- 
ufacturers, prices then stiffened and 
have since been advanced about fifty 
per cent,

NOVEMBER PETROLEUM STA- 
TISTICS, 


The reports of the pipe lines in the 
Northern petroleum producing States 
for the month of November again make 
a very bullish exhibit, they showing a 
decrease of 136,000 barrels in the total 
production for the month and a 
decrease of over 600,000 barrels in 
stocks, as compared with the Oc- 
tober report. It is due to «the 
fact that the deliveries showed a 
falling off of about 490,000  bar- 
rels that the decrease in stocks did 
not again reach 1,000,000 barrels. The 
decrease in production was generally 
expected, but the large falling off in 
deliveries came as a surprise, as ‘the 
belief prevailed that owing to the ex- 
pected larger export movement the de- 
liveries would show an increase. The 
impression. fas been’ general that 
owing to the inability of the Rus- 
sian producers to resume shipments 
the exports from this country to 
the European and Far Eastern markets 
would increase to an enormous extent, 
but it appears that other sources of 
supply have been drawn upon to an 
extent not thought possible, as the pro- 
duction in other producing countries, as 
Roumania, Galicia and Sumatra had 
been underestimated. It appears that 
the producers and refiners in those 
countries have been as quick to see 
their opportunity to extend their trade 
as have been the American refiners, 
and they have supplied a considerable 
share of Old World requirements. This 
accounts for the failure of our exports 
to show the increase looked for by rea- 
son of the destruction at Baku. It has 
been suggested that the increased use 
of oil from Kansas, Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territories accounts for a large 
part of the decrease in deliveries from 
the Northern fields. But this is not the 
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case, as the increase in deliveries of 
Western oil has been comparatively 
light, and was doubtless utilized in 
supplying Western requirements, and 
would not affect the situation by rea- 
son of the increasing requirements for 
home consumption at this season of the 
year. All hope of increasing the pro- 
duction in the Northern fields, included 
in the States of West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Ohio and Indiana, 
has now been abandoned, although the 
operators continue the search for oil, 
despite the fact that the average pro- 
duction of the new wells has been very 
small, and the production of these is 
not sufficient to make good the decrease 
in production of the older wells. The 
decrease in the production of the higher 
grades of oil is again cited as a reason 
to expect higher prices for the product, 
and operators in the Northern fields 
contend that the price of these grades 
should command a relatively higher 
price, but the other influences having 
a bearing on the market values of re- 
fined and the other products apparent- 
ly have a more potent influence. 

The total production in the Northern 
States during the month of November, 
as represented by pipe-line runs, was 
3,518,423 barrels, showing a decrease, as 
compared with the runs during Octo- 
ber, of 136,239 barrels. The total was 
made up of 2,169,468 barrels of the Penn- 
sylvania grades and 1,348,955 barrels of 
the Lima grades, the former showing a 
decrease of 92,393 barrels and the latter 
a decrease of 43,846 barrels. The deliv- 
eries during November amounted to 
4,479,620 barrels, showing a decrease of 
489,945 barrels. The total comprised 
2,616,001 barrels of the Pennsylvania 
grades and 1,863,619 barrels of the Lima 
grades, the former showing a decrease 
of 88,158 barrels and the latter a de- 
crease of 401,787 barrels. The stocks in 
possession of the pipe lines at the close 
of November amounted to 16,622,705 
barrels, showing a decrease during the 
month of 644,408 barrels. The total stocks 
were made up of 3,649,925 barrels of the 
Pennsylvania grades and 12,972,780 bar- 
rels of the Lima grades, the former 
showing a shrinkage of 336,757 barrels 
and the latter of 267,651 barrels. 

The production in the Western pro- 
ducing fields, in the State of Kansas 
and in Oklahoma and Indian Territor- 
ies, showed a small decrease during 
November, the total being 1,355,000 bar- 
rels, as compared with 1,380,000 bar- 
rels during October. The deliveries, 
however, have shown a gratifying in- 
crease, and the producers are now 
greatly encouraged to hope that the de- 
mand for their product will increase to 
an extent to check the burdensome ac- 
cumulation of stocks. The total deliv- 
eries amounted to 416,000 barrels, or 
nearly double those during the month 
preceding. The total recorded stocks 
at the close of the month was 12,510,000 
barrels, showing additions to the extent 
of 925,000 barrels during the past 
month, 

The production in the Texas and 
Louisiana fields during the past month 
reached a total of 2,305,000 barrels, 
showing a decrease, as compared with 
the production in October, of 170,000 
barrels. Of the total the Jennings field 
is credited with 746,000 barrels and the 
Humble field with 750,000 barrels. The 
deliveries have amounted to 2,360,000 
barrels, showing a decrease of 256,000 
barrels. The stocks at the close of the 
month amounted to 23,485,000 barrels, 
showing an increase of 66,000 barrels,

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Meaning of Judge Holland's Ruling 


John G. Johnson and H. La Barre 
Jayne, attorneys for the defendants in 
the celebrated Loder case, recently 
heard in the United States Circuit 
Court in Philadelphia and resulting 
adversely to the defendants, have 
answered several questions relating to 
this ruling which were submitted to 
them by the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter through Mr. Mahlon N. Kline, 
of Philadelphia, cnairman of the com 
mittee on legislation of the National 
Wholesale Drug Association. 

Following are tne questions and 
answers, in reading which, Mr. Kline 
advises, it is necessary to point out the 
fact that the information contained 
therein applies to only the ruling of 
Judge Holland, and that these rulings 
are only a temporary guide to dealers 
as to what they may and what they 
may not do under the contract system, 
and that, of course, they will not be- 
come the law until passed upon by the 
Court of Appeals, to which the whole 
question will in due course of time go. 

The questions and the attorneys’ 
answers to them follow:— 

My Dear Mr. Kline:— 


You ask me the following questions and 
I answer as follows:— 


(First Question.) 


“‘Am I not to understand that the manu- 
facturer of a _ proprietary medicine—a 
secret preparation manufactured by him 
under a trade mark, which he alone can 
produce—has a right to fix his own terms 
under which— 

‘‘(a) His wholesale distributors shall sell 
his product, 

“(b) Prohibiting his wholesale distrib- 

utor from selling his product to such deal- 
ers as he prefers should not act as one of 
his retail distributing agents?” 
_ I do so understand, and answer yes, and 
in this connection, quote Judge Holland's 
aspence to the defendant’s eleventh 
point:— 


“The manufacturers of a proprietary medi- 
cine or food manufacturer under a trade secret 
or trade-mark to which such manufacturer has 
given value by advertisement and personal 
effort, is entitled to prescribe as one of the 
terms of sale to others of his manufactured 
products to persons who have aggressively cut 
prices of such or similar goods, or who sell to 
such aggressive cutters. 

“It is immaterial whether the _ proprietor 
adopts the form of contract thus designating 
persons to whom these sales are not to be made, 
because of his own unaided and unsolicited sug- 
gestion or because of his having been requested 
so to do by persons who are his customers, and 
who wish to prevent competitors from pur- 
chasing his goods under such circumstances as 
would enable them to undersell.’’ 


(Second Question.) 


“Can the proprietor using the contract 
under the tripartite plan legally define the 
term ‘aggressive cutter’ to mean some 
dealer whom 75 per cent. of retail drug- 
gists in any given locality report as be- 
ing such, and this can properly be based 
upon a complaint that such dealer would 
not agree to confine himself in his sales 
to the minimum prices which 75 por cent. 
of the retailers in this given locality have 
fixed as the prices which in their opinion 
should be maintained?” 

If by the words in the last line you 
mean the prices of each proprietor’s pro- 
prietary goods, I answer yes, and quote 
Judge Holland's affirmance of defendant’s 
seventh point:— 


“Your verdict must be for the defendant if 
you find that there was no combination or 
agreement between the members of the Pro- 
prietary Association of America as to the prices 
at which the goods were to be sold, or as to 
the terms upon which sales are to be made, 


but that each proprietor fixed his own prices, 
and terms of sale without any agreement or 
combination with the other members of the 
association; even though you find that by 
schedules prepared by local association of re- 
tail druggists minimum prices were fixed in 
their respective localities less than the ordinary 
retail prices of each proprietor, and even if you 
find that such proprietor was willing his medi- 
cines should be sold as low as said minimum 
prices without subjecting the person selling to 
be considered an aggressive cutter under the 
tripartite agreement.’’ 


(Third and Fourth Questions.) 


“If he has this legal right as an indi- 
vidual, can not a number of manufac- 
turers selling their goods under such con- 
tracts arrange with some committee, say 
the Committee on Proprietary Goods of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, to report to the several manufac- 
turers, each selling under this system, the 
names of such dealers:— 

“(a) As may properly be classed as 
wholesale distributors, 

**(b) Of dealers who have been found to 
sell in violation of the terms under which 
the proprietor allows them the rebate dis- 
count. Or who sell to retailers whom the 
proprietor has requested not to have his 
goods sold to? 

“Tf such terms can be legally adopted, 
and the proprietor can legally use the 
agency above referred to, can he instruct 
his wholesale agents to be governed by a 
uniform list of cutters issued by an inde- 

endent agency, such as the Roanoke 
Mercantile Agency, or will it be necessary 
for each proprietor to issue his own indi- 
vidual list of parties to whom he does not 
wish his goods sold?” 

In reply to these questions, I must refer 
to two portions of Judge Holland's 
charge which seem to Sony the right of 
the proprietor and wholesaler by concert- 
ed action to secure and have distributed 
among themselves general information re- 





specting wholesale and retail cutters of 
proprietary medicines, although conceding 
the capt of each proprietor to secure for 
himself information respecting the viola- 
tion of his own contract and the right of 
each wholesaler to secure for himself in- 
formation respecting those retailers who 
cut the prices of proprietary goods which 
such wholesaler is authorized to sell. The 
judge’s charge is as follows:— 


‘“‘While members of these associations have 
a right to transact their business as they 
may deem best for the promotion of their in- 
terest and join such an association as will 
aid them in having business legitimately con- 
ducted, they have no right by express written 
agreement or by concerted action to say to 
any other person engaged in the retail drug 
business that you must sell to the consumer 
at a certain figure agreed upon by concensus 
of opinion by the druggists of your locality, 
and if you do not you will be placed upon the 
aggressive cutters’ list, and so far as able we 
will prevent you from purchasing goods from 
the wholesalers and proprietors throughout the 
United States, and to say to the wholesaler 
or proprietors that unless you cease selling 
to the aggressive cutters, who have refused 
to comply with our demands to sell his goods 
to a consumer at a minimum price fixed by 
the concensus of opinion in the locality in 
which he sells, we will refuse in the future to 
purchase any goods from you until you comply 
with our demands. 

“If the tripartite contract referred to does 
not involve the requirements of the tripartite 
contract set forth in the resolution of the 
N. W. D. A. held in Chicago in 1890 * * * ‘and 
involve only what was later set forth as to that 
plan, and did not include the requirements that 
certain actions should be taken by the asso- 
ciation and members by which information 
could be furnished to others by which they 
could coerce others in the trade to act con- 
trary to their own free will and accord,’ then 
the verdict should be for the wholesale dealers, 
defendants.’"’ (Judge MHolland’s reply to de- 
fendants’ 8th point.) 


(Ninth Question.) 


“If the judge’s ruling upon point No. 27 
is to stand, is it not true that notwith- 
standing the terms and conditions made 
by the manufacturer upon his product, the 
dealer who can procure them is at liberty 
to sell at such prices as he chooses, and to 
recover damages from the manufacturer 
or the dealer for a refusal of either to sell 
him goods at the rates which are made by 
the manufacturer to accredited distribu- 
tors only?” 


In_ reply to the above, I would say that 
we do not understand that Judge Holland 
denies the validity of the three forms of 
contract. His objection is as we under- 
stand it to the machinery employed in 
their enforcement, and we do not think 
that even under his ruling a dealer would 
be justified in breaking his contract, or 
could recover damages from a proprietor 
who should decline to sell to him for so 
doing. 

“Finally, with the contracts under the 
tripartite plan before you, of which Dr. 
D. Jayne & Son’s is a sample, and the 
direct contract before you, of which the 
Piso and Wells & Richardson’s are sam- 
ples, would you advise the proprietors and 
the wholesale and retail dealers to con- 
tinue their transactions under either or 
both, and would you advise the manu- 
facturer to make any change in the course 
hitherto followed by him of being advised 
as to who is and who is not to be sold 
his particular product?’ 


In reply we would not advise any 
change in the contracts. We would not 
with our understanding of the law advise 
the discontinuance of the machinery em- 
ployed to make these contracts effective, 
as we can not believe the mere co-opera- 
tion to accomplish a lawful perpess, inim- 
ical to the law; so long as the proprietors 
and wholesalers confine themselves to the 
questions relating to proprietary goods. 
We must, however, keep before you the 
fact that this opinion is not that of Judge 
Holland, and that we can have no authori- 
tative opinion until the Court of Appeals 
has passed upon the question. Yours very

Retail Druggists Planning to Fight 


The Metropolitan Drug Club, the or- 
ganization of New York and Newark 
jobbers, held their regular meeting on 
last Tuesday. No particulars were giv- 
en out, the members asserting that 
nothing of importance was discussed. 

There are persistent rumors afloat of 
a coming battle royal between the 
Eastren jobbers and the various retail 
druggist buying concerns. This talk 
has arisen since the ‘‘cutting off’? from 
supplies of the Brooklyn Consolidated 
Drug Company by several tripartite 
manufacturers. It is said that the 
management of the Consolidated is up 
in arms and proposes to form an or- 
ganization with the buying associations 
in New York, Washington, Philadel- 
phia, Buffalo, Baltimore and Lancaster, 
Pa., with the purpose in view of com- 
pelling all manufacturers to sell the 
clubs direct whenever requested. It is 
also said that the various buying clubs 
will go after new members, in the hope 
of strengthening their own position 
with the manufacturers and in retalia- 
tion upon the various jobbers. In the 
various clubs mentioned above there 
are, it is said, about 1,000 retail drug- 
gists. ° 

In the various clubs the leaders are, 
in most cases, prominent N. A. R. D. 
men, although the buying club plan 
was heavily scored in the addresses 
of President Voegeili and the chair- 
man of the executive committee, Simon 
N. Jones, at the last N. A. R. D. con- 
vention in Boston. Many of the buy- 
ing club people feel that the N. A. R. 
D. leaders at Chicago do not properly 
appreciate the situation. They claim 
that the saving of from 10 to 15: per 
cent. on all goods is far more im- 
portant to them than an additional 
profit of a few cents on the very few 
price-protected patents. 

Dr. William C. Anderson, former 
president of the N. A. R. D., is prest- 
dent of the Brooklyn Consolidated Drug 
Company. James M. Beck, former 
chairman of the legislative committee 
of the N. A. R. D., is manager of the 
Calvert Drug Co., the buying club of 
Baltimore. Samuel: L. Hilton, last 
year’s chairman of the legislative com- 


mittee of the N. A. R. D., is president 
of the Washington buying club. 

The Brooklyn Consolidated is waging 
a special warfare against the Centaur 
Company of this city, who refuse to sell 
them goods because, as the retailers 
claim, of the influence of the whole- 
salers. In retaliation, the Brooklyn 
Consolidated management has notified 
all their members to push Pitcher’s, 
the “original’’ Castoria, instead of 
Fletcher’s, the product of the Centaur 
Company. 

The wholesalers of this city, on their 
own behalf, assert that the Brooklyn 
Consolidated was “cut off’? simply be- 
cause they violated the several direct 
contracts now in force. There are 
195 members in the Brooklyn Consoll- 
dated. a

The market ror paints and colors 
presented the usual quiet during the 
closing month of the year. The ap- 


proach of the holidays and the trade 
being busily engaged with their annual 
stock taking, served to restrict busi- 
ness to a great extent. There has been 
a further perceptible falling off in the 
demand and the deliveries on unexpired 
outstanding contracts have been light, 
showing the usual decreases incident 
to the season. The further advances in 
prices for pig lead has intensified the 
uncertainties regarding the probable 
check in the upward movement in the 
future. Corroders of white lead and 
manufacturers of ecxides have been 
conservative and generally speaking 
they refuse to book orders for goods 
for delivery during 1906, owing to the 
unsettled market conditions for the 
base metal. Indications for a rise in 
rrices for lead products are very prom- 
ising. 
White Lead, Zines, Ete. 

WHITE LEAD.—The further ad- 
vances in prices for pig lead served 
to intensify the unsettled feeling in the 
market for lead products and carroders 
have been adhering strictly to consery- 
atism regarding the booking of con- 
tract orders for delivery after the op- 
ening of the year. Indications for a 
rise in prices for the various lead prod- 
ucts are stronger and it would not sur- 
prise the trade if quotations are raised 
in the near future to conform with the 
further advances for the base metal. 
The usual slackening of the demand 
has been apparent and deliveries for 
the week also show a further decrease, 
The jobbing demand for spot parcels 
of lead in oil has been fair, considering 
that business is being more or less re- 
stricted by the trade being busily en- 
gaged in their annual stock taking. 
Quotations show strength with an up- 
ward tendency at 6%c. and upward, 
according to quantity and terms of 
sale. The position of the market for 
dry white lead is similar to that cited 
for lead in oil and in both cases sup- 
plies are very light, which accounts for 
the limited offerings of parcels for 
prompt shipment. The movement of 
goods in transit are still being ham- 
vered by the congested freight and car 
shortage at various’ transportation 
points, while locally and in immediate 
vicinities no delays are being expe- 
rienced. Corroders are not inclined to 
book contracts for eager buyers and a 
marked inclination is shown to hold 
aloof, pending further developments in 
the market for pig lead. Prices are 
quoted at 6c. and upward, and we hear 
of no further large orders having been 
booked at 5%c. Foreign lead in oil has 
been in seasonable demand at 9%c. and 
upward, according to terms of sale. 

RED LEAD.—The conservatism by 
makers has been intensified by the 
further rises in prices for the pig 
metal and few offerings of parcels for 
prompt or later delivery have been 
made. The deliveies on unexpired con- 
tracts have been smaller. Quotations 
are firm at 6%c. and upward, accord- 
ing to make, size of order and terms of 
sale. English remains firm and job- 
bing sales included store lots at 8%c. 
and upward; also glassmakers’ grades 
at 8%c. and upward, according ‘to 
grade and terms of sale. Offerings of 
spot jobbing lots of German continue 
light, owing to meager supplies and 
sales at 64%@8%c., according to grade. 
have been made. 

LITHARGE. — Shipments on _  out- 
have been’ very 
light and in the way of new business, 
little has been done, as a result of the 
further advance in the market for pig 
lead. Prices are quoted firm at 6%@7c.. 
according to terms of sale. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Trade in job- 
bing spot parcels was fairly active 
considering the time of the year and 
sc2ies included parcels ex store of 
Fiench in casks at 11\%c. and in kegs at 
12c. and upward for special brands, 
while other makes brought 10%c. and 
upward, according to packing and 
terms of sale.

The 
demand has been unusually active, and, 
owing to the scarcity of spot goods, of- 
ferings are being readily taken up and 
sales of imported at $11.50@18 per ton, 
in bulk and in casks ex dock and ex 
store are being made. Carload lots of 
imported are held at $11.50 and up- 
ward per ton ex store, according to 
quality and terms of sale. Carload lots 
of domestic are bringing $7.50@9 per 
ton, delivered, according to quality and 
quantity, and fair sales have been ef- 
fected. 

FULLER’S EARTH.—Aside from the 
usual movement of supplies into con- 
sumption on outstanding contracts, 
trade has been seasonably dull. Spot 
carload lots are quoted at 80c. and up- 
ward, according to size of order and 
terms of sale. 

PUTTY.—The deliveries on contracts 
and new orders have fallen off, as is 
usual preceding the holidays and near 
approach of the close of the year. Only 
small sales of ton lots for immediate 
delivery have been effected. The order- 
ing out of supplies on outstanding or- 
ders has slackened. Occasional offer- 
ings below quoted prices are still be- 
ing made. Manufacturers as a rule, 
however, are quoting parcels of com- 
mercial on the basis of $1.15 and up- 
ward on deliveries of not less than 10 
tubs; $1.20 per 100 lbs. on deliveries of 
5 tubs or bbls., and bladders at $1.65 
and upward per 100 Ibs., according to 
quantity, and linseed oil at $1.70@1.45, 
f. o. b. New York, less discounts, ac- 
cording to size of order and terms of 
sale, 

TALC.—Inquiries for contracts for de- 
livery during 1906 were large, which is 
rather unusual for this time of the 
year. Prices slightly above last year’s 
contract prices are still being main- 
tained. Deliveries and shipments of 
goods on orders are being made more 
promptly. Parcels of good quality and 
fine milled grades remain firm, while 
the off-colored tale is quoted irregular. 
Spot carload lots of domestic are quot- 
ed at $15 and upward, according to 
quality and milling, and carload lots of 
French at $15@30, and Italian at $20@75 
per ton, according to quality, milling, 
quantity and terms of sale. 

TERRA ALBA.—The demand shows 
a falling off, as is usual at this time 
of the year. Owing to the scarcity of 


the low grades of American on the 
spot, prices are being firmly held at 
70@80c. for No. 1 and 60@65c. per 100 


lbs. for No. 2. Quotations for spot car- 
load lots of American No. 1 are 70c. 
and No. 2 at 60c. and upward, accord- 
ing to quality, quantity and terms of 
sale. 

WHITING.—Manufacturers outside 
of the combine of whiting interests, 
have been booking contracts for 1906 
delivery at prices slightly above last 
year’s. Developments regarding the 
new agreement on prices to be an- 
ncunced in January are awaited with 
interest by consumers. We hear that 
some manufacturers will not join in 
the agrement to maintain prices for 
1906 and will market their own output 
independently. The deliveries on or- 
ders have slackened and new business 
in carload lots shows a decrease for the 
week, as is usual during the closing 
month of the year. Quotations are 
firm for commercial No. 2 at 40c., and 
for the standard qualities on the basis 


of 48c. for commercial in lots of and 
over 500 bblis., or 75 tons f. o. b. fac- 
tory, less the usual discounts, accord- 


ing to terms of sale, and 8c. advance 
for lots of 100 to 500 bblis., or 15 to 7h 
tons, for same terms. 


| Glues. 


Business is being partly held in check 
by firms taking stock and buyers are 
only trading in small lots to meet 
urgent wants. Prices are being firmly 
held and manufacturers continue to 
quote parcels of extra white at 18@25c., 
brown footstock at 8@lilc., low grades 
at 9@l12c., and common .bone at (7@9c., 
according to quantity and seller. The 


demand for fish glue liquid has been 
less active and light orders for lots 
of 5 bbls. of 50 gallons at 50c. to $1.25, 


according to quality, size of order and 
terms of sale, are being booked. 


Varnish Gums, 


Conditions governing the market as 
noted in our last report have not 
changed and the demand although fair- 
ly active has fallen off, as is usual 
preceding the holidays and partly due 
to the trade taking stock. Indications 
point to a renewal of activity in kauri 
gums after the turn of the year. The 
Jobbing trade has been fair throughout 
the week, and full prices are being 
paid.

Window Glass. 


Trade in the local market has been 
fair, but sales for the week have not 
the volume expected by jobbers. Price 
cutting is being resorted to by some 
jobbers who are anxious to realize on 
their stocks. Business, as far as man- 
ufacturers of hand made glass is con- 
cerned, has been and is very unsatis- 
factory, and in fact all of them are los- 
ing money at present to compete with 
the machine interests, which are offer- 
ing glass at ridiculous low prices since 
Sept. 1, in order to drive the smaller 
manufacturers of hand made glass out 
of the business, who went into the pro- 
ducing of glass last year in the fall 
when prices were fifty per cent. above 
those now quoted by the machine in- 
terests. The Wage Committee, which 
held a meeting’ on last Wednesday, it is 
intimated, have come to some arrange- 
ment with manufacturers of hand 
made glass which will enable them to 
meet competition after Jan. 1. 
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(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 


To Amend the Trade Mark Law 
Washington, Dec. 15, 1906. 


A comprehensive and highly important 
measure has been introduced in the 
House by Representative Currier, chair- 
man of the Committee on Patents, pro- 
viding a series of amendments to the new 
trade-mark law to meet objections and 
shortcomings that have been brought to 
light by the practical operation of the 
statute since it went into force last April, 
The bill has been carefully. drawn by 
experts in patent and trade-mark law 
and in nearly all its features it will have 
the very hearty support of manufac- 
eurers, dealers and other trade-mark 
owners. While the Commissioner -of 
Patents has not as yet given the measure 
his indorsement, he is understood to favor 
the majority of the provisions incor- 
porated therein and it is understood that 
the bill will be forwarded to him early 
in the session for an official expression 
of opinion. 

The Currier bill embraces six sections. 
The first proposes to amend. Section 1°of 
the new trade-mark law in two: important 
particulars, The first amendment is 


designed to permit the registration of a” 


trade-mark by a foreigner, who while 
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AS 


still residing abroad may have in the 
United States a manufacturing or trad- 
ing establishment either as a branch of 
the foreign establishment or otherwise. 
It has been found that certain foreign 
houses have branches within the United 
States which, except as regards the 
ownership of the capital invested, form 
1 part of the manufacturing or commer- 
cial interests of the United States and 
that in some cases such branch establish- 
ments are using distinctive trade-marks 
in their United States trade not used in 
connection with the business carried on 
at their foreign branches and not regis- 
tered abroad. That portion of Section 1 
which the Currier bill proposes to amend 
to bring about this result would read, 
when modified, as follows:— 


the owner of a trade-mark used in 
commerce with foreign nations, or among the 
several States, or with Indian tribes, provided 
such owner shall be domiciled within the terri- 
tory of the United States, or shall have an in- 
dustrial or commercial establishment within 
such territory, or resides in or is located in any 
foreign country which, by treaty, convention or 
law, affords similar privileges to the citizens 
of the United States, may obtain registration 
for such trade-mark by complying with the fol- 
lowing requirements, et¢ 


“That 


The second amendment proposed to Sec- 
tion 1 of the act is designed to permit 
the Commissioner of Patents to dispense 
with the formality of a description in the 
cases in which the mark presented for 
registration shows for itself what it is 
without any need for explanation, as for 
instance, trade-marks consisting of a 
single word or consisting of a simple 
figure like a star or an anchor. In such 
cases, any attempt at description tends 
rather to confuse than to add to the 
clearness of what is disclosed with suffi- 
cient clearness in the drawing and speci- 
mens. 

The amendment proposed by Section 2 
of the Currier bill is intended to correct 
what appears to be a limitation of the 
eommon law right of a trade-mark owner 
in respect to the recovery of damages 
imposed by the terms of Section 28 of the 
existing law. This section in its present 
form provides that “in any suit for 
infringement by a party failing so to give 
notice of registration no damages shall 
be recovered except on proof that the 
defendant was duly notified of infringe- 
ment and continued the same after such 
notice.”’ It is proposed to insert after 
the word “damages” the words “other 
than actual damages” as a matter of pro- 
tection to the trade-mark owner. It is 
argued that in the interest of the public 
the registration of trade-marks should be 
encouraged and the -owner of a trade- 
mark who-has registered it should not, 
by the fact of such registration, be sub- 
jected to the loss of any right in respect 
tc the recovery of damages or ownership, 
whether or not he finds it possible or 
desirable to give the notice of registration 
required by Section 28. The section as 
amended will provide a sufficient penalty 
for failure to give the notice of registra- 
tion in that such failure would deprive 
the party suing of the right to recover 
the increased damages which are pro- 
— by Sections 16 and 19 of the existing 
iw 


The third section of the new bill is 
designed to make more definite the intent 
of the provisions of Sections 14 and 24 of 
the existing law in regard to the applica- 
tions for trade-mark registration, filed 
prior to the passage of the new law, 
which should be regarded as still pend- 
ing. It is believed that it was the inten- 
tion of Congress, by the provisions of 
Sections 14 and 24 of the statute, to permit 
any applications filed prior to the passage 
thereof on which the fee of $25 required 
by the act of 1881 has been paid and 
which has been refused or on which for 
any reason certificate of registration had 
not been issued, to be amended and pro- 
ceeded with under the proviSions of the 
new law and the trade-mark register, if 
permissible under the new law, without 
the payment of further fee. In other 
words, .it is believed that by the provi- 
sions of Sections 14 and 2 of the new law 
it was the intent of Congress to give 
relief to those applicants who had paid 
the fee of $25 and not to require them, 
in order to secure the registration of their 
marks, to pay further fee of $10, and that 
Congress intended to give this relief not 
only in cases in which the applications 
filed prior to the passage of the new law 
were awaiting action by the Patent 
Office at that date, but in cases in which 
registration had been refused by the 
commissioner. Readers of the Reporter 
will remember that soon after the 
passage of the new law, commonly known 
as the Bonynge act, the Commissioner of 
Patents rendered a decision holding that 
trade-marks rejected prior to April 1, 
could not be revived under the new law 
by an amendment, but that a new appli- 
cation accompanied by a fee of $10 must 
he filed. This action Las rendered the 
provisions of Sections 14 and 2% of the

Bonynge act of benefit in very few 
cases. 

The fourth section of the Currier bill 
is of far-reachin importance and is 
intended to give effect to the provisions 
of the agreement concerning the inter- 
national] registration of trade-marks, con- 
cluded at adrid, April 14, 1891, as soon 
as the United States becomes a party 


thereto. This international agreement is

formed under the convention 
at Paris, March 20, 1883, to which * 
United States became a party June 
1887. The text of the agreement A. 
cerning the international registration of 
trade-marks is given in full in the re- 
port of the commissioners to revise the 
statutes relating to patents, trade and 
other marks, ete., together with the rules 
adopted for carrying the agreement into 
effect and the report of the International 
Bureau for the years 1893-1897. 
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The countries which are now parties to 
this agreement concerning the _inter- 
national registration of trade-marks are 
Belgium, Brazil, Cuba, Spain, France, 
Italy, Netherlands, Portugal, Switzerland 
and Tunis. Under the provisions of the 
agreement, the owner of a trade-mark 
who is located in one of these countries 
and has registered his trade-mark in the 
country in which he is located, may for 
a fee of 100 francs ($20) to the Interna- 
tional Bureau and a small additional fee 
to the government of his own country, 
effect the registration of his trade-mark 
in the other nine countries of the union. 
If registered in the way in which an 
American trade-mark owner has to effect 
registration abroad, the registration in the 
nine countries would cost from $300 to 
$500, including agents’ fees. The saving 
to the trade-mark owner is thus from 
$250 to $450, and in addition the registra- 
tion in the several countries of the union 
is effected without delay. 

In order to secure this important ad- 
vantage for the owners of trade-marks 
who are located in the United States it 
is necessary for the United States to 
register without fee the trade-mark of 
foreigners entitled to the benefit of the 
agreement. The agreement has been in 
force since 1903, and up to September 30, 
1905, the total number of marks registered 
by the International Bureau was 4,801, or 
an average of about 400 per year. A con- 
siderable proportion of the fee paid to 
the International Bureau for registration 
is returned to the government of the 
countries which are parties to the union. 
The amount which would be so returned 
together with the fee of $10 required to 
be paid to the Patent Office by this sec- 
tion of the bill would, it is believed, 
nearly, if not fully, balance the expense 
of registering such trade-marks as would 
be received from the International Bureau 
for registration, so that the result 
would be a very great advantage to such 
American trade-mark owners as have or 
expect to have foreign trade in their 
goods without material cost to the Patent 
Office or to the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Section 5 of the Currier bill is intended 
to meet the conditions that have arisen 
as the result of a recent decision of the 
Commissioner of Patents published in the 
Reporter, in which it is held that no 
trade-mark owner may be permitted to 
cover by a single registration any goods 
“which are not of the same descriptive 
properties,’’ thus making it necessary for 
the owner of a trade-mark using it, for 
instance, on such articles as oils, chem- 
icals, ete., to file fifty or more applica- 
tions in order to include all of the godds 
on which the trade-mark is used. To 
obviate this difficulty, Section 5 of the 
Currier bill provides for the establishment 
of proper classes of merchandise for the 
purpose of trade-mark registration. At 
present no classes of merchandise are 
recognized by the Patent Office. The In- 
ternational Bureau has, however, estab- 
lished eighty classes as follows:— 

I. Raw materials, agricultural products, 7 
classes. 

Il. Partly manufactured materials, 8 classes. 

Ill. Tools, machinery, carriages, 13 classes, 

IV. Construction, 7 classes. 


Vv. Furniture and _ household articles, 8 
classes. 

VI. Thread, fabrics, carpets, hangings, cloth- 
ings and accessories, 12 classes. 


VII. Fancy goods, 5 classes. 

VIII. Foods, 11 classes, 

I. Education, Sciences, Fine Arts and Mis- 
cellaneous, 9 classes. 

The British trade-mark office has 
established 50 classes aad the German 
trade-mark office, 42 classes. In all these 
countries and, in fact, in all countries 
other than the United States, in which 
provision is made by law for registration 
of trade-marks, a trade-mark owner may 
include in a single registration any and 
all goods included in a single class. In 
some countries, as for instance in Canada, 
an owner of a trade-mark may in a 
single registration include any and all 
goods on which a _ tfade-mark could 
possibly be used more than from fifty 
to eighty registrations, while under the 
present practice of the Patent Office sev- 
eral thousand registrations would be re- 
quired to cover the same field. The need- 
ful legislation to correct the practice of 
the Patent Office in this regard is obvious. 
The international classification has been 
adopted in Belgium and Portugal and 
with immaterial changes has_ been 
adopted in the Argentine Republic. 

There is only one feature of the Currier 
bill as to which there arnears to be any 
doubt concerning the benefits to be de- 
rived therefrom, The drug trade will do 
well to examine carefully the proposed 
amendment to Section 1 of the exist- 
ing law granting certain privileges to 
foreigners. The advocates of these 
amendments assert that this change will 
be of no advantage to the foreign proprie- 





tors of synthetics sold in this country, 
but domestic manufacturers will no doubt 
prefer to rely upon their own judgment 
and that of their attorneys after a care- 
ful inspection of the changes Mr. Cur- 
rier proposes to make. It is probable that 
a hearing will be given on the Currier 
bill at an early date, and an effort will 
be made to pass it in the House soon 
after the holiday recess. 


OOP 
Drysalters Club of New England. 


At the recent meeting of the Dry- 
salters’ Club of New England Alan A. 
Claflin made an address to the mem- 
bers which has attracted considerable 
attention. Following is the address in 
full:— 


Mr. President and Fellow Members of 
the Drysalters’ Club of New England, it 
is always a great pleasure to me to be 
present at one of these gatherings, and I 
feel deeply the honor of being asked to 
say something to you. 

I believe that organizations like the 
Drysalters’ Club do a great deal of good. 
I believe this particular club does a great 
deal of good in the promotion of our mu- 
tual interests. You have heard this be- 
fore, and now with your permission I 
would like to say how I think this club 
ean do a great deal more for us than it 
does now. 

Our business as drysalters depends and 
rests on the great science of chemistry, 
and I believe one of the great objects of 
the club should be the encouragement of 
the practical application of chemistry to 
industry. To help to form in America that 
close bond between science and industry 
which to-day exists in Germany, and 
which makes the German empire the lead- 
ing nation of the world in chemistry and 
allied arts. 

Our government has done only too well 
by us in the policy of protection, and we 
have been found wanting. The chemical 
industry in the United States is protected 
better on the whole, with a few minor 
exceptions, than any other industry, and 
what is our return? All fine chemicals 
and products requiring a considerable 
amount of chemical skill to produce are 
still imported. It is too bad that the tax 
which was intended to, and which we 
should make foster an American industry, 
should to-day be allowed to stand simply 
as a tax on other American industries 
without a compensating benefit. 

The time is coming when we shall get 
less protection. I hope you will all help 
to make that date as remote as possible; 
the majority from personal interest, and 
our fellow-members, the importers, from 
a spirit of fair play, and loyalty to their 
adopted country. 

Now I have the honor at present to be 
the Secretary of the New England Section 
of the Society of Chemical Industry. 
Many of you belong to that society, and I 
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hope before long you all will join.

So in developing the chemical industry 








the greatest society devoted to applied ! in the United States, we must look to men 


chemistry in the world, and we who have 
the interests of the New England Section 
in charge intend to do all we can to pro- 
mote a closer bond between science and 
industry; but we want the help of this 
club. The fields of the club and this so- 
ciety are somewhat different. One is in 
science and the other in trade. The ob- 
jects should be the same. Now what can 
this club do? We can all collectively, and 
individually, see to it that more chemical 
products shall be manufactured in this 
country. Take the little tariff book I 
have in my hand, and see how well chem- 
ical products are protected. Take the list 
of importations of chemical products from 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, and 
see how many are imported. Let each 
one do what he can this year, as manu- 
facturer, agent, or merchant, to produce 
or stimulate the production of one of 
those articles so well protected, and now 
all imported. In order to do this we must 
employ more chemists, and by chemists I 
mean men of the highest type in that pro- 
fession. It is too common in our trade 
to consider one chemist as good as an- 
other, and that his work begins and ends 
in preparing a certain number of analyses 
in a given time, and that the man who 
completes the most analyses for the low- 
est salary is the man we want. 

Now I do not wish to decry the value of 
analytical work. It is at the foundation 
of the modern science of chemistry, but 
it stands in relation to that science as a 
whole only as a knowledge of arithmetic 
and bookkeeping stands in relation to 
modern business. 


educated beyond the drudgery of the lab- 
oratory, men of broad experience and cul- 
tivated imagination. We must look to the 
university to help, and have the brilliant 
intellects which are to be found there ap- 
ply their theoretical deductions to prob- 
lems of pressing importance, but which 
can only be solved by able theoretical rea- 
soning. It is true that much of the help 
that will come from the university will 
not be immediately beneficial, or perhaps 
not beneficial at all. Many of us may 
have experimented with professors in our 
works, provided them with our money and 
experience, and gained nothing in return, 


This will doubtless continue to happen fre 


quently, but will be a lessening evil as a 
closer connection is established between 
the realms of science and industry, for the 
universities then will tend to seek men of 
achievement, instead of making a profes- 
sorship, as it too often is to-day, a mere 
question of seniority. But however many 
times we may lose by the employment of 
the theorist, in the long run and in the 
aggregate we will not lose, but gain, and 
gain largely. In Germany business men 
have learned to speculate in brains. Can 
we afford to let the phlegmatic Teuton be 
more venturesome than we are? Is it not 
a reproach that the beneficent policy of 
our government toward the chemical in- 
dustries is still a tax without compensat- 
ing advantages simply because we are 
afraid to hire brains? May we not in- 
dulge the hope, that when the subject of 
tariff revision next comes up, we can go 
to Congress, and show a numerous though 
youthful progeny of industries that will 
only need a few years more of legislative 
protection to make the United States of 
America, as prominent in chemical manu- 
facture as she is to-day in the production 
of iron and steel.

LINSEED.—The sharp advance which 
has occurred during the past few days 
in seed prices, caused by the rise in the 
foreign markets, over reports of dam- 
age to the Indian and Argentine crops, 
has imparted a firmer tone to the oil 
situation, both for spot but more 
especially for futures. Early in the 
week sales were reported of about 2,000 
bbls. for January-May delivery on the 
basis of 34%c. and 35c. seaboard de- 
livery, and a few single car lots at-36c. 
At the close futures were generally 
withdrawn, or. as one _ expressed 
it, “the mills have taken to the woods 
until they know more about the seed 
situation.’’ Spot jobbing sales are be- 
ing made at 36@37c., and city oil at 
38c. and up, as to the size of the order. 
The indications are that should the 
advance in seed be maintained a fur- 
ther rise in the value of oil all around 
will be made at an early date. 

COTTONSEED.—The rather’ sharp 
decline which took place this week in 
both crude and refined oils was what 
was generally expected by the more 
conservative trade here. The mills have 
been steadily accumulating crude for 
some time, selling a few tanks only 
when absolutely compelled to, while the 
one sustaining buying power has been 
the compound lard kettle. Just as soon 
as they showed signs of withdrawing 
from the market (which they did this 
week) the price of crude immediately 
gave way, and the New York market 
for refined oil, which has had a weak 
undertone for some time, and has been 
only supported by speculative buying of 
certain parties here said to be heavily 
“long” of both January and May, nat- 
urally, on the first signs of a decline in 
crude and withdrawal of this support, 
prices gave way immediately. As far as 
the New York market is concerned, the 
actual demand for refined oil for some 
time has been very poor. The home 
consumers are buying little to nothing. 
What export demand there has been 
has come from Trieste, who desired De- 
cember shipment from New York. Now, 
as this has stopped, the market here 
is utterly without any export demand 
whatever, except a few specialties like 
butter and white oils. When the “long” 
speculative interest referred to above 
realized this and attempted to get out 
of their January oil the price quickly 
declined from 29%c, to 28%c., and, as 
there is further liquidation of these 
speculative accounts yet to come on the 
market, it would not be at all surpris- 
ing to see refined oil decline some- 
what further, until a point is 
reached at which consumptivé buying 
takes hold with sufficient volume to 
absorb the liquidation of these specu- 
lative accounts. The market here has 
been “bulled’’ speculatively on the as- 
sumption that because refined oil was 
selling at a parity less than crude, 
very little would be shipped here by 
the refiners, but in arriving at this 
conclusion it was lost sight of that the 
New York market for nearly two-thirds 
of the season is below a parity of the 
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price of crude oil loose at the mills, 
just as the cotton future market here 
is oftentimes below the price of cot- 
ton in the. South, the reason being a 
very simple one, that oil is attracted 
here by the premium paid for specula- 
tive futures and when these futures 
approach the “cash” month, then the 
oil must be liquidated for what it 
will bring, and this is the case 
in the present instance. With 
the January liquidation out of the 
way, we then approach the May 
option, in which there is a very heavy 
“long” interest, and one which might 
accentuate a further sharp decline 
should the present lack of export and 
consumptive demand continue. As re- 
gards crude, there is no doubt that 
the mills in the main have accumu- 
lated a fair amount of this, and the 
offerings are showing a decided in- 
crease as prices have declined. Un- 
less there is a material increase in 
consumptive demand, other than the 
lard kettle, we are sorry to 
say we cannot see anything but -a 
somewhat further decline, especially 
as we are approaching the period when 
demand for the next two or three 
weeks is apt to be very dull. Early in 
the week packers bought some bleach- 
ing oil on the basis of 27%@28c., loose, 
basis Chicago delivery, about 25 tanks 
within the range. At the close 27@27%c. 
was bid and 27%c. asked for further 
lots. Western and refiners in this sec- 
tion have been free buyers of crude, 
the sales being estimated around 100 
tanks on the basis of 28c. up to 24c., 
with later sales at 22%c. for prime and 
22c. for off grade. The market: closes 
easy for refined at 28i%4c. bid for Decem- 
ber, 28%c. asked; January 28%@28%éc., 
March 28%@29c., May 29%4@2914c., and 
July 30@30%c. In speaking more in de- 
tail of the transactions during the week 
at the opening there was more 
pressure to sell and prices eased 
off. 1,100 January 29%c., 5,500 do.

Turpentine Operaters’ Associa- 
tion Meeting. 


The fifth annual convention of the 
Turpentine Operators’ Association was 
held in the auditorium of the Jackson- 
ville Board of Trade, at Jacksonville, 
Fla., on December 6 and 7. At the two 
sessions of the convention matters of 
great importance were discussed and 
measures were adopted to further the 
interests of the turpentine operators 
of the United States. About four hun- 
dred members of the Turpentine Oper- 
ators’ Association were present. Six 
States were represented at the meeting, 
and never has there been deeper inter- 
est shown in the proceedings of any 
convention, for it has been recognized 
for some little time that the Jackson- 
ville meeting would be one of vital in- 
terest to the operators, factors and ex- 
porters. 

The opening session on December 6 
was called to order by Hon. A. D. Cov- 
ington, president of the association, 
who briefly addressed the members, 
and expressed pleasure at such a large 
attendance. He impressed upon those 
present the importance of the conven- 
tion, and urged them to attend each 
and every session. President Covington 
then introduced Hon. George M. Nolan, 
Mayor of Jacksonville, who was on the 
program to welcome the delegates on 
behalf of the city of Jacksonville. 

Mayor Nolan paid a glowing tribute 
to the Turpentine Operators’ Associa- 
tlon and to the members of that asso- 
ciation who have done so much for the 
progress and prosperity of the city of 
Jacksonville. He declared that during 
the stay of operators the city would be 
turned over to them. His address was 
a most excellent one, and he was fre- 
quently applauded. 

In response to the addresses of wel- 
come, Hon, W. M. Toomer, of Jack- 
sonville, replied on behalf of the assv- 
ciation. Mr. Toomer was introduced 
by President Covington as “a gentle- 
man, a lawyer and a turpentine oper- 
ator.’”’ 

Mr. Toomer referred to the past year 
as being a most remarkable one in the 
history of the naval stores industry, and 
declared that this convention would mark 
a red letter day in the history of the in- 
dustry. He cautioned the operators 
against over-production, and warned them 
not to get it into their heads that the 
consumers will take turpentine at 75 or 
80 cents per gallon, or that they will pay 
$4 or $5 per barrel for rosin. He pointed 
out that while the advance in prices for 
the past year has been unparalleled, the 
operators should keep their eye on the 
market. He dwelt at length on the ques- 


‘tion of labor and the trouble experienced 


in securing labor, He gave a complete 
review of the so-called peonage prosecu- 
tions that have been instituted against 
certain men in the turpentine business, 
and then explained the origin of the 
Federal law on the subject, and how it 
has been construed of late by certain 
Federal officials. 


On this subject Colonel ‘ belongs to you. 


Toomer made the statement that no man 
in America has even been legally con- 
victed of peonage, and substantiated this 
statement by reviewing the Clyatt case 
and other cases that have been before the 
courts. He strongly advised every man 
engaged in the turpentine business to 
stick together and do all in their power to 
aid each other in the event of an attempt 
to prosecute them for an alleged charge 
of peonage, 

He declared that there must be perfect 
harmony between the operators and fac- 
tors and exporters, or the factors and 
operators would suffer. He said that the 
operators cannot dispense with the serv- 
ices of the strong export company that 
they have organized, and that the export 
eompany cannot exist without the hearty 
eo-operatoon of the operators, 


Upon conclusion of Mr. Toomer’s ad- 
dress President Covington announced 
that, as there would be a meeting of 
the directors of the Naval Stores Ex- 
port Company at 11.30 o’clock, an ad- 
journment would be taken until 2.30 
Pp. Mm. 

Upon the convention being called to 
order in the afternoon, President Cov- 
ington delivered his annual address, 
which was as follows:— 


President’s Annual Address. 
Gentlemen of the Association:— 

It is again my pleasant duty to address 
you in annual convention assembled. The 
history of this association is so well 
known and its policies and what it has 
accomplished so familiar to you, that it 
seems scarcely necessary for me to say 
more than a word of hearty greeting and 
sincere congratulations to you. And yet 
your future prosperity demands that the 
underlying reasons for past success be 
constantly emphasized in order that no 
departure may be made from principles 
which have been proved sound and effi- 
cient in the highest degree. 

As I look back four years ago to the 
first convention of this association, as- 
sembled in the old Methodist Church 
shack, and remember the conditions that 
we faced then, it is indeed difficult to 
realize what a tremendous stride forward 
we have taken. Most of the men in that 
convention were unknown to each other. 
Many were dangerously near bankruptcy, 
and a lack of confidence in our brother 
operators pervaded the entire body. But 
that first convention was an assemblage 
of earnest men, and dire necessity forced 
action which could: at least do no harm, 
and which subsequent events have proved 
to be a blessing to every man in the 
industry. 

Look back, with me, to that first con- 
vention, and what fact, what principle, 
stands out most prominently for our 
future guidance. There were many dis- 
cussions on many lines, but above all 
others towers the fundamental principle 
which brought those men together as one 
man, namely, the necessity of cutting 
down the output. On whatever other 
points those men differed, on that point 
all were agreed. And they carried it out 
in good faith, 

What was the result? You can answer 
that better than I can tell you. For years 
the world had been getting its supplies of 
spirits and rosin too cheap. The magnifi- 
cent forests of North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia had been exhausted, 
while the turpentine operator, laboring 
year in and year out, had made a bare 
living. The world had gotten the benefit 
of it, but the average producer was left 
just about where he began. 

But such conditions could not last for- 
ever, and by your united efforts the scales 
have been turned and the producer has 
begun to coine into his own. Shall the 
scales continue to move in the happy 
direction already begun, or will they again 
fall to the low point which marked the 
industry previous to the formation of this 
association? That depends upon you, and 
you alone. Your common sense must 
decide. 

The necessity of limiting the output to 
reasonable bounds is just as urgent to-day 
as it was four years ago. Will you con- 
tinue this wise policy, or will you throw 
caution to the winds? 

I believe in my heart that you will prove 
equal to the occasion and continue that 
policy of reasonable restriction. But this 
cannot be done by any one man, It de- 
mands for its highest and most profitable 
fulfiiment the co-operation of every 
vperator whether he works five crops or a 
hundred. 

In the past there have been some oper- 
ators, fortunately not many, who have 
made pledges here and then returned 
home and, in an unworthy spirit of greed, 
at the expense of their brother operators, 
have broken those pledges. Gentlemen, I 
pity the operator who has made his 
money in that way, and I do not believe 
that he can get the highest satisfaction 
out of money made by such methods. 

Let us all get together and put our 
shoulder to the wheel for the common 
good. The spirit of co-operation has car- 
ried us still a step further during the past 
year, as the financial tide turned and 
balances began at last to show up on the 
right side of the ledger; operators began 
to be their own factors, and so we saw 
the organization of factorage houses on a 
mutual basis. The operator was no longer 
the agent of the factor; the bonds had 
been broken, and he was an independent 
man in the production of his stuff. One 
important link, however, in the golden 
chain was still missing. He was still at 
the mercy of the old-line buyers, In spite 
of the improvement brought about by 
co-operation in production, he still had 
but little voice in the selling of his 
products. 

The next logical step, therefore, in the 
evolution of the industry* was the organi- 
zation of the Naval Stores Export Com- 
pany. You all know the spirit and the 
history of that organization. You know, 
too, of the jibes and jeers which met it 
at birth from the mouths of those who 
had reaped a rich harvest at your ex- 
pense. No wonder they prepared to fight 
it by every means, fair or foul. They had 
had too good a thing to turn it loose 
easily. 

But the Naval Stores Export Company 
is no one man’s affair. In it every opera- 
tor is represented according to his pro- 
ductions, and in the multitude there is 
strength, the strength of men who know 
they are right and have the glorious nerve 
to back their convictions with all thev 
have. The Naval Stores Export Company 
It lies in your power to 














make it a success or a failure, and, know- 
ing as I do, I feel that its success is 
assured, 

On one other point would I congratulate 
you and urge continued thought, namely, 
on the value of your present timber hold- 
ings. The days of = timber are past. 
Hold fast to what you have now. 

The timber you do not work is making 
just about as much money for you as that 
which is weekly oMapee, for the value of 
round timber is daily increasing. Take 
care of it. Don’t spread out your opera- 
tions over territory which you cannot 
possibly operate successfully, but hold it 
untouched and let it wait for the better 
days still ahead. 

‘And now, gentlemen, if you will bear 
with me while I make one recommenda- 
tion, 1 will tax your patience no further, 
as you have important work before you— 
work that should be entered into serious] 
and earnestly. There must be no back- 
ward step in this great work; no relaxing 
from those strict methods which have 
brought us to this good day. I recom- 
mend that you take such action as will 
reduce the output of naval stores for the 
coming year. I trust that your delibera- 
tions may be wise, and in your efforts to 
better your condition I bid you God speed. 


Following the annual address of the 
president, an address was delivered by 
Dr. J. D. Chason, of Bainbridge, Ga., 
on the subject, ‘‘Co-operation Essential 
Among Operators in Every Branch of 
the Industry.” 

Mr. Townsend then delivered an ad- 
dress that contained a vast amount of 
information of the utmost value, and 
which surprised many of his hearers. 
His subject was: ‘The Turpentine In- 
dustry West of the Alabama River,” 
It was a broad subject, and Mr. Towns- 
end treated it in a broad and liberal 
manner. His address was, in part, as 
follows:— 

Mr. Townsend’s Address, 
Mr. President and Gentlemen:— 

The excellent program arranged for 
your convention provided an address en- 
titled ‘‘The Turpentine Industry West of 
the Alabama iver,” by Mr. John A. 
Ewing, of Lumberton, Miss. 

Mr. Ewing, who was recently elected 

resident of the Naval Stores Operators’ 

‘actorage Company of New Orleans, 
found, much to his regret, that he would 
be unable to attend the convention, and 
requested me to respond, when the num- 
ber was reached on your program, and 
say a few words in behalf of the pro- 
ducers west of the Alabama, and tell you 
something of the situation over there—a 
situation which, we are gratified to know, 
is of especial interest to vou all in the 
Eastern territory. 

I bring a message of good cheer from 
the Western district, and the absolute 
assurance that, with proper support from 
our brethren in this section, we will win 
out in the great fight we are engaged in, 

First—We want to give you some infor- 
mation as to the actual conditions in that 
great terrirory; some statistics and facts 
and figures which may be of interest to 
this association and the many naval 
stores concerns represented therein. 

What is popularly known as the West- 
ern territory embraces all of the long-leaf 
pine belt tributary to Mobile, Ala.; Gulf- 
port, Miss.,, and New Orleans, La. This 
vast area (a principality in itself) includes 
about one-third of Alabama and all 
of Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas and 
Arkansas, 

I have not gone over the district thor- 
oughly as yet, but have no hesitation in 
saying that, in my opinion, there are to- 
day standing uncut in that imperial do- 
main between 12,000,000 and 15,000,000 acres 
of long-leaf yellow pine timber. 

Most of this timber is of superb qual- 
ity and the average “crop’’ of boxes in 
our territory occupies a Jess number of 
acres than in the Eastern belt. In other 
words, that timber will cut more boxes to 
the acre, on an average, than most of 
the pine lands over here. I have an in- 
stance in mind where a well-known con- 
cern cut twenty crops, which the land line 
measured out not exceeding 2,500 acres, 

Prices for timber are what you would 
consider very high, and many operators 
from your section have been all over the 
Western territory looking for locations, 
and have returned home without securing 
any. The prices asked for timber lands 
range from $15 to $30 per acre, and that 
causes the ordinary, every-day turpentine 
operator to have an attack of heart fail- 
ure. Values there are largely, almost en- 
tirely, based upon “stumpage,” per acre 
—the mill or lumber business predominat- 
ing in importance over the turpentine 
proposition. 

Again. a large proportion of the stand- 
ing timber is at the present time unavail- 
able for turpentine purposes, being owned 
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and controlled by lumber firms and syn- 
dicates, who have either refused out- 
right, or who have not yet decided to 
have their pines boxed and bled for tur- 
pentine. 

We are glad to say, however, that we 
find a gratifying change of sentiment in 
this direction, as a good deal of ‘‘mission- 
ary work’”’ has been going on in our sec- 
tion among the land gwners, and we note 
with pleasure that a large amount of 
additional timber is going on the market 
every year. 

Just as some of your large and influen- 
tial mill concerns, like this:—Cummer 
Lumber | Company, Jacksonville, Fla.; 
Hast Coast Lumber Company, Watertown, 
Fla.; Stearns & Culver Lumber Company, 
of Bagdad, Fla.; Jackson Lumber Com- 
pany, of Lockhart, Ala., and the Horse- 
Shoe Lumber Company, of River Falls, 
Ala., have all decided on turpentining 
their magnificent and extensive holdings; 
so we find many large lumbermen over 
there beginning to either engage in the 
naval stores business themselves, or to 
lease their pines to operators, 

As a matter of fact, gentlemen, every 
pine tree standing will some day be 
needed in perpetuating the turpentine in- 
dustry. Also, as a cold business proposi- 
tion, values of pine lands have now 
reached such a level, and the investment 
of capital in a large tract is now so heavy 
that the owners really cannot afford to 
convert their trees into lumber, unbled or 
unboxed. 

There are about 250 turpentine stills now 
in operation in the Mobile, Gulfport and 
New Orleans territory. Of these, prob- 
ably 140 are located in Mississippi; about 
50 in Alabama; 40 in Louisiana and 15 or 
20 in Texas. The receipts of turpentine in 
Mobile are about 15,000 barrels per annum, 
and Gulfport receives about 20,000 barrels, 
while New Orleans gets not exceeding 
20,000 barrels of turpentine annually. 

Owing to the peculiar conditions eno 
ing at Mobile, Gulfport and New Orleans, 
it is difficult to present accurate statis- 
tos, but all this will be corrected in due 

me. 

By far the greater portion of the tur- 
pentine and rosin produced in the West- 
ern district is sold at the stills and 
stations in the interior. The receipts at 
the three = represent but a small per 
cent. of the actual production. 

The buyers at present operating over in 
the Western country are as follows:—The 
Naval Stores Export Company, the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, the Jackson Lumber 
Company, the Union Naval Stores Com- 
pany, the New Orleans Naval Stores 
Company, the Mississippi Naval Stores 
Company. Most of the naval stores goes 
directly to the West, and comparatively 
little is exported to foreign countries. 

The export facilities at Gulfport are 
rather poor, but the facilities at Mobile 
and New Orleans—especially New Or- 
leans—are first-class. But under the pol- 
icy adopted and pursued for many long 
years by the concerns dominating the 
naval stores situation down there, the 
said ports have been (insidiously) mini- 
mized in importance, ‘‘kept down,”’ so to 
speak, and, therefore, no such favorable 
conditions prevail in these three cities 
that we find in Savannah, Jacksonville 
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and ‘Pensacola, where the naval stores 
business cuts such a prominent figure in 
industrial and financial circles, 

I must now bring my remarks to a 
close, as I_ have already taken up more 
time than I expected. 

It is a matter of congratulation to us 
all that the organization and the work of 
the Naval Stores Export Company in this 
its first year, have been so successful and 
fraught with such momentous results to 
the turpentine producers in the entire 
Pine Belt. We find among the operators 
in the Western territory a spirit of uni- 
versal gratitude to the Export Company 
and to our honored president, Mr. W. F. 
Coachman, 

Even among producers so involved with 
our competitors that they cannot patron- 
ize us or hope to do business with us (at 
present), we are pleased to see a feeling 
of genuine thankfulness and a sense of 
obligation for the benefits, the practical 
and substantial benefits, already received 
from the operations of our great com- 
pany. 

Although we got started late in the sea- 
son, we have done a good and satisfac- 
tory business, and our prospects for next 
year are very bright and encouraging. 

The organization of the new Factorage 
Company will be of great assistance to 
the Export Company, and both concerns 
will work in harmony, each occupying its 
especial field, and ought to ultimately 
contro] the situation, 

I predict a similar success for the Naval 
Stores Operators’ Factorage Company as 
that achieved by the Southern Naval 
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Stores Compare, the Gulf Naval Stores 
Company, the Consolidated Naval Stores 
Company, the J. P. Williams Company, 
the Peacock, Hunt & West Company, the 
Ellis, Young Company, the Downing Com- 
pany and others, whose names are syn- 
onymous with success and money mak- 
ing, and whose operations, wisely directed 
by the able and skillful and honorable 
men at their head, have, through the mu- 
tual stock company idea, revolutionized 
the naval stores business, emancipated the 
turpentine operators, saved the markets 
and put the great industry permanently 
on a plane of profit and respectability. 

The naval stores season is now about 
three-fourths over, and the producers 
have received fine and profitable prices 
for their turpentine and rosin up to date, 
and, you can rest assured, in the trans- 
Alabama district universally give credit 
to Mr. Coachman and the Export Com- 
pany. 

The malicious attempts to “muddy the 
waters” and deceive the turpentine oper- 
ators as to the real status of affairs have 
entirely failed, and we are glad to say 
that the recent attack on the rosin market 
and the frenzied articles in the Review 
are already proving a boomerang to cer- 
tain parties and certain interests. 

We feel, over our way. that the fight— 
if you call it a fight—will be settled after 
all at the stills. The operators are “the 
men behind the guns,” and they are with 
us solidly. We only ask for a reasonable 
amount of assistance, sympathy and en- 
couragement from our brethren over in 
this great and (at present) controlling ter- 
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ritory. The friendly touch of the elbow, 
so to speak, will be a great help to us out 
there on the “‘firing line."’ 

In conclusion, I regret the absence of 
Mr, Ewing, who would have greatly en- 
joyed being with you, and I know many 
of you, who are his personal friends, 
would have appreciated his being here. 

I have endeavored to interest you in a 
feeble way in our Western naval stores 
conditions and prospects. I will promise 
you that next year, at your convention 
we will be represented by a large and 
influential delegation from across the Ala- 
bama, and sincerely hope that our work 
over there will be crowned with success, 
and that one year from now we can show 
you great results accomplished, and report 
to Ie the emancipation of our brethren 
and friends there, who have been in a 
state of almost Egyptian bondage for 
many, many long years. 

Whenever any of you get time and have 
the opportunity to visit New Orleans, 
come in to see us at the Hibernia Bank 
Building, and you will receive a warm 
and cordial welcome; the latchstring will 
always hang on the outside for you. 

Upon conclusion of Mr. Townsend’s 
address, President Covington an- 
nounced the appointment of committees 
as follows;— 

On Resolutions—W. M. Toomer, E. P. 
Thaggard, Dr. J. D. Chason, W. M. Cono- 
ley and A. M. Ives, 

On Memorials—J. C. Little, R. S. Hall, 
and 8.

President Covington then delivered a 
brief address, in which he advised that 
the operators must curtail their output 
during the coming year. He declared 
that unless the operators reduced their 
output next year they are going to see 
very hard times. 


Dr. Herty, of Herty cup fame, was 
called upon and delivered a brief ad- 
dress. 

As there was no further discussion of 
any of the subjects upon which ad- 
dresses had been delivered, the conven- 
tion adjourned until 10 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning, when the real business of 
the convention is to be transacted 





SECOND SESSION. 


At the Thursday session of the con- 
vention there was some little discussion 
in regard to the conditions and the ad- 
visability of reducing the output of na- 
val stores products during the coming 
year. 

President Covington stated that he ts 
satisfied there will be a surplus of rosin 
and spirits of turpentine carried over. 
and he declared that if the operators 
make as much next year as they made 
this year there will be a drop in prices. 
He declared most emphatically that he 
did not intend to cut one box during 
the coming year that he is not forced to 
cut, and sald that he was sure that he 





would not cut one-half as many boxes 
as last year. 

Several members of the association 
declared their intention of holding 
down the output during the coming 
year. Then there was some discussion 
in regard to prices paid for box-cutting, 
and all agreed that higher prices had 
been paid in some sections than ever 
before in the history of the industry. 

After some discussion on the subject, 
the Committee on Resolutions announced 
that it was ready to report. This com- 
mittee consisted of Messrs. W. M. 
Toomer, E. P. Thaggard, Dr. J. D. 
Chason, W. M. Conoley and A. M. Ives, 

The committee submitted the follow- 
ing resolutions, and each was adopted 
separately :— 


“Resolved, by the Turpentine Operators’ 
Association, in annual convention assem- 
bled, that the interests of all producers 
of pure spirits of turpentine requires the 
enactment by the United States Congress 
of a iaw prohibiting interstate shipment, 
or traffic, in any adulteration of pure 
spirits of turpentine, unless such adul- 
terations shall be indicated and identified 
by marks, brands or such other means as 
will distinguish the adulterated products 
from the pure spirits of turpentine. 

“Resolved, further, That a copy of these 
resolutions be furnished the Senators and 
Representatives in the United States Con- 

ess from all naval _ stores-producing 

tates, and that they be earnestly re- 
quested to procure the passage of the leg- 
islation herein proposed. 

“Resolved, That the maintenance of fair 
prices of naval stores for the year 1906, 
and the establishment of a stable market 
on a trading basis demands that the box 
cut be reduced during the present season, 
not less than 50 per cent., and each mem- 
ber of this association be and he is hereby 
expected to lend his aid to accomplish 
this result. Such a reduction will make 
the demand of the trade exceed the sup- 
ply and better prices will be assured, 

“Resolved, That the association feels 
that the interest of the industry demands 
the most perfect co-operation, and har- 
mony of action between the operators, the 
factorage companies and the Naval Stores 
Export Company. 

“Resolved, That the thanks of the Tur- 
pentine Operators’ Association are hereby 
tendered to the Board of Trade of Jack- 
sonville for the use of this auditorium, 
and that the secretary be instructed to 
transmit to the Board of Trade a copy of 
this resolution.”

The meeting was very harmonious 
throughout, and the prospects for suc- 
cessful operation could not be better.

With the ability and quality com- 
bined in the National Drug and Chem- 
ical Co., it, similarly, may be an equal- 
ly certain dividend producer.

This is the most extraordinary 
combination of interests that has ever 
taken place in any country. The way 
to it seems to have been made possible 
through the Canadian Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, of which all the job- 
bing trade are members, resulting in 
the development of confidence along 
with a better acquaintance and under- 
standing of each other. 

The working of this new consolida- 
tion will be a matter of interest to 
most of the readers of the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter. The business of 
the National Drug and Chemical Co. 
will commence on February Ist, 1906. 





The following is from our special 
correspondent at Montreal:— 

Montreal, Dec. 12, 1905. 

The Canadian Wholesale Drug merger is 
now an established fact, the organization 
being completed and the policy fixed at a 
meeting of representatives of the firms in- 
terested held in the Windsor Hotel, Mon- 
treal, on December 7. Sixteen firms en- 
tered the merger, which will be known as 
the National Drug and Chemical Com- 
pany. 

Negotiations leading to this merger were 
opened in June, and the three men who 
were delegated to bring about the merger 
were Dr. D. W. Bole, M. P., Winnipeg; 
Mr. C. W. Tinling, Hamilton, 
Thos. H. Wardleworth, Montreal. 
carried out the merger without the inter- 
ference or intervention of financiers, and 
so completely that only two wholesale 
drug houses in Canada of any prominence 
remain outside. One of these is Lyman 
Sons & Co., of this city. 

The sixteen houses in the merger extend 
from Halifax on the Atlantic to Vancou- 
ver and Victoria on the Pacific. This 
gives an idea of the completeness of the 
new organization, one of the biggest 
things of its kind Canada has yet known, 

The central management will be in Mon- 
treal, and all questions of policy will be 
decided here. None of the branch houses 
will lose their identity, at least not for 
some time 

The fianancial arrangements of the mer. 
ger are as follows: There is $6,000,000 capi- 
tal, of which $2,750,000 is 7 per cent. prefer- 














ence, and the remainder common. All this | 
has been subscribed by members of the 
combine except a half million preferred 
and a block of common stock. This will 
be left in the treasury for future con- 
venience. There is to be no stock offered 
to the public. In addition to stocks, es- 
tablishments and book accounts of the 
sixteen companies, they have put in cash 
contributions amounting to 1,000. 

Mr. T. H. Wardleworth, manager for 
Evans & Sons, Ltd., Montreal, and one of 
the leading spirits in the merger, was 
asked for a statement on the merger for 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. He said 
that in brief the object was to utilize the 
torces formerly working in opposition for 
one common purpose. A vast amount of 
energy and expense can thus be saved. 
He emphasized the statement that the 
merger is in no sense a trust. 

‘The public need have no fear of being 
held up. The partners in the combine 
were perfectly satisfied with pres#nt 
prices, but competition had reduced their 
profits to the vanishing point. Under the 
new conditions they will be able to make 
money without increasing the prices to 
the consumer. The cry about increase in 
prices is groundless. For the members of 
the merger to raise their rates would be 
both impolitic and impracticable. On the 
other hand, a strong combination buying 
better, selling at less expense and manu- 
facturing economically, with first-class 
distributing houses in every large center 
in Canada, doing business on modern lines 
will not give better terms for our own 
investment, but vastly improve our service 
to the retail trade.’’ 

Mr. Wardleworth concluded by saying 
that the merger had been consummated 
at extremely little cost, and along lines 
satisfactory to all. The general public 
was not charged a cent either before or 
after. I believe the combination will not 
only vastly improve the wholesale drug 
trade in Canada, but it will result in 
much better service and probably a re- 
duction in retail prices.’’ 

This roseate view is not entertained by 
many of the ane retail druggists in 
Montreal, however. Several view the new 
organization with disfavor, fearing that 
notwithstanding the representations that 
have been made that it will improve the 
conditions of the trade for the retail as 
well as the wholesale houses, the effect 
will be, sooner or later, to advance prices 
Several retail firms declare their intention 
of meeting the new conditions with a re- 
tail combination, which will import direct 
from the manufacturers. 

Mr. J. A, Hart, Notre Dame street, who 
has been in business here for forty-five 
years, expresses himself strongly to that 
effect and claims that many other retail 
firms agree with him.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, Dec. 14, 1905. 


Navigation on the Great Lakes closes 
this year with the market at a much 
lower point than it was a year ago. The 
last week has not been eventful, and 
while there has been considerable fluc- 
tuation in prices the close finds the mar- 
ket for the cash and the distant futures 
off only a fraction, as compared with last 
week. The extension of the time for the 
expiration of insurance one week caused 
a good demand for the seed, and there 
was shipped out of the Duluth market 
about 1,600,000 bushels of seed, which prac- 
tically cleaned up the supply in that city. 
The stocks there are now less than 500,000 
bushels, the lowest that they have been 
for many years at the close of navigation. 
The remarkable feature of the small 
stocks may be the more readily seen 
when it is remembered that the stocks 
there a year ago were nearly 6,000,000 
bushels. In 1903 there were 4,440,000 bushels 
at the head of the lakes. This is an 
indication of how closely the buyers have 
taken the seed this year. Standing alone, 
it is the most bullish argument that can 
be used and that the bulls in the market 
are using it for all that it is worth goes 
without saying. Were it not for the long 
period which intervenes between the pres- 
ent and the time for the delivery of the 
=r option there is little doubt that the 
position of the bulls would be one of the 
strongest conceivable. But between now 
and May there are so many things which 
may happen, that it is largely a matter 
of speculation as to which of the two 
sides has the better of the other. There 
is no doubt that there are strong interests 
on both sides of the market, and as for 
reasons they are “as plenty as black- 
birds.’”’ The open period in flaxseed has 
been marked by a buying which has sel- 
dom been exceeded in volume in the his- 
tory of the trade. When it is considered 
that at the commencement of the present 
crop year, on the first of August, the 
stock: of seed in Duluth we 5,354,000 
bushels, and that practically all of this 
surplus, in addition to all of the new 
receipts, have been cleaned up, some idea 
of the manner in which the trade took 
the seed can be gained. Up to last Sat- 
urday, whn the official figures were given 
out, the shipments from Duluth were 
12,905,398 bushels, as compared with 9,523,- 
21 for the same period a year ago. And 
this has been in spite of the fact that the 
receipts at that point were only 8,179,000 
busheis, against 9,434,380 bushels last year, 
Certainly, when the most prominent seed 
market in the country shows such figures, 
there is nothing unreasonable in the as- 
sumption of the bulls that the trade is 
not destined to see a big slump. Or per- 
haps it would be well to qualify this state- 
ment by saying that these facts, .by 
themselves, would justify the bull in his 
position, The figures mean that the de- 
mand for oil has been greater than for 
many years, and it is an indication that 
the oil trade was in a position to take a 
larger supply of oil than they were last 
year, and that naturally this meant a 
stronger call for the seed. There is no 
denying the very obvious fact, however, 
that the prices have been so much lower, 
that the users of oll were thereby encour- 
aged to buy more freely, and earlier than 
they did last year. The question which 
then naturally follows, and on which the 
future welfare of the bulls largely depends, 
is:—Has the buying power of the oil trade 
been exhausted, or will it be exhausted 
much earlier thjs year than it was last 
year? The man who can answer this 
question is the man who can tell whether 
the bulls or the bears will be the 
eventual gainers in the fight. Unfortu- 
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nately for some, and fortunately for 
others the gift of clairvoyance appears to 
be a delusion and a snare, and when the 
predictions of those interested in the mar- 
ket have been reduced to their jfinal 
analysis, they will have been found to 
have been mere guesses. In outward ap- 
pearance the operation has much the 
characteristics of the old shell game, in 
which the rustic is told “you pay your 
money and you take your choice.’ This 
will not look like a statement of the true 
conditions to the man who has an interest 
in the market. To the bull there is 
nothing clearer than the fact that the 
May seed option is a purchase, and to the 
bear it looks as though the man who 
would buy was deficient in understanding, 
or at least that he had not been informed 
of the true condition of the market. 
A study of the receipts at the two North- 
eastern markets—Duiuth and Minneapolis 
—shows that the total for this year is 
actually less than it was last year. The 
figures up to last Saturday were 15,917,000 
bushels, or only about a million more than 
the shipments from Duluth, A year ago 
the receipts were, in round numbers, 
14,580,000 bushels. This appears all the 
more remarkable when it is known that 
there has been a bigger crop of seed 
raised this year than there was last year. 
The reasons for the failure of the total 
to come up to that of last year have been 
given so many times that they must now 
be graven on the memory of the men in 
the trade. But for the sake of complete- 
ness they are given again. They are the 
reasons as they have come from the lips 
of the bears in the seed market, and they 
are three in number:—The low price ot 
the seed, which has caused the farmer to 
hold back in his marketings; the com- 
paratively better price for other grains, 
which has made the grower give them 
the preference, and the car shortage, 
which has been serious. Those of the 
bears who started the season in the belief 
that there was a 26,000,000-bushel cro 

have not receded a point from that posi- 
tion. Not only have whey refused to 
believe that there has not been that much 
seed raised, but in manv cases they have 
increased their early estimates. Those 
who have done this have further said, in 
some cases, that it was their opinion, 
based upon the reports from the country, 
that not more than 35 per cent. of the 
crop had been marketed. Taking Puluth 
and Minneapolis receipts, and eliminating 
Chicago, which does not receive much of 
the Northwestern seed, it would be an 
easy matter for a schoolboy to figure how 
much seed there was still in the country. 
If the statements of these bears could be 
taken as true, it would mean that the 
country had produced the enormous crop 
of 40,000,000 bushels, not counting the 
Southwestern seed. This is manifestly 
ridiculous, as it is out of line with what 
the known facts are. It is probable that 
the enthusiastic bears who made the 
statement did not stop to figure, and used 
the percentage basis without giving it 
the proper thought. 

There can be no doubt that there is still 
much seed in the country. If half of the 
crop has been marketed there is still a 
considerable quantity of seed to come for- 
ward, and it will make a total greatly in 
excess of that of last year. It is com- 
puted that there are in the neighborhood 
of 4,500,000 bushels of seed in the country 
elevators, as against about a million at 
this time a year ago. How much is in 
the farmers’ hands no one knows. There 
is still some flax in the stack, a thing 
which is out of the ordinary, and is taken 
to indicate that it is not merely imagina- 
tion which makes the bears feel that their 
position is secure. The way is opening 
up for a big run of seed to the central 
markets, and the next few weeks should 
give a good line on the reliability of the 
bearish reports which have been spread 
so persistently broadcast. The farmer 
who is holding his seed for a higher price 
may not be ready to market within this 
period, but there will come a time when 
he will have to send in the seed. The one 
big interest which has been so persistently 
bearish is still holding the same position. 
It is stubbornly determined to force a 
lower market, if the conditions which 
appear on the surface are to be relied 
upon. The mere fact of it being out of 
the market has much influence on the 
bear side. Possibly the information which 
the company has warrants it in taking 
the stand which it does. There is, how- 
ever, the foreign situation to be reckoned 
with. Argentine is said to be having too 
much wet weather during harvest, and 
India is reported to be suffering from a 
drought. It would not require a big 
stretch of the imagination to see the for- 
eign buyer in a scramble to get the Amer- 
ican seed if the foreign crop should fail. 
Should this happen it would mean the 
utter rout of the bears, But it is one of 
the uncertainties which make speculation 
possible.

LINSEED OIL.—The sellers do not re- 
port that there has been much change in 
the market for the last seven days. There 
has, perhaps, been a slight firming up 
of the tone, and the sellers are not so 
anxious to cut under the schedule as they 
were last week, but the quotable price re- 
mains the same—34c. per gallon for both 
the futures and the cash oil. There is still 
a fair demand for spot oil, much better 
than it was at this time a year ago, and 
much better than the average for a num- 
ber of years. Deliveries have been good. 
The buyers are taking the oil according 
to contract, and one looks in vain for the 
asking of users of the oil who are asking 
to have their deliveries deferred. The 
open weather has been a boon to the paint 
trade, and it is probable that in the 
Chicago territory, at least, this is an 
unprecedented year so far as outside 
painting is concerned, Whether or not 
the buyers, charmed by the prospect of 
securing oil at a reasonably low figure, 
have bought more than they will need in 
the future is a thing for that future to 
decide, but there is little pessimism in the 
oil trade this year. Should the price of 
seed break under heavy receipts, it is only 
natural to look for a drop in the price of 
future oil, but until that contingency 
arises there is little fear that there will 
be a lower market for oil, either the cash 
or the futures. 


LINSEED CAKE.—If there is one thing 
in connection with the market for the 
products of linseed which stands out in 
relief as being remarkable it is the de- 
mand for cake. Not in years has there 
been anything comparable with it. In- 
stead of the market sagging, as it is gen- 
erally expected, to do at this time of the 
year, it seems to grow stronger with 
every day. The supply of the cake for 
delivery for this month is practically 
nothing. All that the crushers have is 
a little which is kept for the purpose of 
supplying the domestic meal trade. For 
January there is little more, and for Feb- 
ruary and March the offerings are far less 
than the demand. In fact there is little to 
be had before the first of April. The call 
from the foreigner is so strong that he 
has practically ignored the ocean rates 
and is taking the cake whenever he can 
get it, in spite of the higher freight. The 
local brokers are quoting December cake 
at $27@27.50 per ton, while holding Janu- 
ary forward at $26. 

CORN OIL.—It is the same old story in 
this oil. There is a demand which is 
proportioned to the supply, but it is far 
from active, and the foreigner does not 
seem to want any big supplies of the oil 
for some time. The domestic trade is list- 
less. The quotable price is the same as 
it was last week—$3.40@3.50 per hundred. 
in barrels. 

LARD.—Lard has been up and down 
during the week, but closes to-day higher 
than it did a year ago. The final price for 
the cash product to-day was $7.57 as 
compared with 32% last week. here 
has been a good demand for all of the 
various products this week, but the best 
trading has been in lard. The buying for 
foreign account has been very heavy. 
Lard has been bought freely for export to 
Germany, and a good part of the produc- 
tion for the present month has been sold, 
it is said to go abroad. There is un- 
doubtedly a marked scarcity of lard on 
the other side of the Atlantic, and not 
only of lard, but of competitive greases, 
so that there is every likelihood that there 
will be a strong demand from Europe all 
season, German importers have been load- 
ing up in order to get the product into the 
country before the advance in import 
duties. which goes into effect there on 
March 1. There has been considerable 
nervousness on the short side of the Jan- 
uary product. It is now only about two 
weeks till delivery, and there is some 
worry as to where the lard is to come 
from to satisfy the contracts. Hog re- 
ceipts have not been much heavier this 
week than they were last week, and the 
packers have not been able to force the 
price for them lower. Loose lard closed 
to-day $7.32%; leaf, 75%@7%c., and neutral 
944@9%4c.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Dec. 16, 1905. 

The reports from the producing re- 
gions during the past week have been 
unusually meager, and apparently the 
scouts have found difficulty in gather- 
ing news of interest, and probably there 
have been fewer completions, although 
there is no indication that operators in 
the fields have slackened their efforts 
in the search for oil, the weather con- 
ditions having thus far been unusually 
favorable for field operations for this 
time of the year. The results during 
the past week have been even more dis- 
appointing than during preceding 
weeks, the percentage of dry holes 
having been larger, and the new pro- 
ducing wells reported were for the 
most part small pumpers, while very 
few showed much above the average 
of the fields wherein drilled. The 
monthly statistical report again made 
a very strong exhibit, and the operators 
in the Northern fields earnestly contend 
that with the decrease in production 
shown, and the shrinkage in stocks of 
over 600,000 barrels, they are fully jus- 
tified in expecting higher prices for the 
high grade oils. There is considerable 
development work in progress in fields 
which had been regarded as fully ex- 
ploited, and the results have been an 
increase in the number of producing 
wells, but none of these proved im- 
portant, and the total production in 
these fields continues to decline. In the 
Western fields the production goes on 
unchecked, but the producers are 
greatly encouraged by the increase in 
the demand for their product, there now 
being five independent refineries in op- 
eration in Kansas and two more are 
nearly ready to refine oil, while others 
are in process of construction. In Texas 
the situation shows no change. Asyn- 
opsis of the last reports of the principal 
Northern pipe lines is appended :—

Refined and Products. 


The demand for refined for export 
has shown no increase during the past 
week, although the conditions abroad 
show no change. The smaller engage- 
ments of the two preceding weeks were 
attributed to the altered position of 
the tank fleet, but apparently there 
are other causes. Another feature of 
the week is the weakening of the Eng- 
lish markets and some regard this as 
significant. Conditions in Russia have 
not improved, but no reports have been 
received from Baku and presumably

matters there remain as _ heretofore, 
with no prospect of early resumption 
of operations. The engagements dur- 
ing the past week foot up about 125,000 
bbis., all for shipment in bulk.

We have treated this market with 
some detail on the editorial page and 
there is little of supplementary in- 
terest to be noted in this connection. 
The demand shows a slight improve- 
ment, and a steadier tone seems to 
prevail. The effect of the decline at 
the Amsterdam bark sale last week 
has been mitigated, and conditions 
seem favorable for a maintenance of 
the current basis of makers at 19c. for 
bulk. The Java quinine sale at Ba- 
tavia attracted some attention, and the 
decline proved slighter than had been 
expected, in view of the initiative at 
Amsterdam. The unit was 14 florins, 
against 14% florins at the previous sale: 
About 5,800 ozs. were disposed of. 
There have been some fairly large 
transactions in the outside market 
during the week at 18@18%4c. for Java 
and at 184%@18%c. for German. 


Miscellaneous. 


ACETONE. —Thére is no _ further 
change to note in prices this week, 15% 
@15%c. remaining in effect. While the 
export movement has slackened, the 
demand for home requirements con- 
tinues of satisfactory proportions, and 
some new fields have lately been 
created. 

ACID, CITRIC.—The abatement of 
important inquiry is without apprecia- 
ble influence on the market, makers’ 
prices being maintained at the firm 
basis of 38@38\4c. Outside lots occasion 
no concern. We have the following 
from our correspondent on citrate of 
lime :—

ALCOHOL.—The market retains a 
fair degree of activity, sustaining val- 
ues as follows:—Grain, $2.49@2.51, as to 
terms of sale; wood, 95 per cent., 70c.;

ANTIMONY.—A_ stronger tendency 
rules the markets abroad, the recent de- 
pression now being regarded as arti- 
ficial. It is estimated that the cost 
abroad would bring powdered needle 
on spot fully to the basis of 9c., 
and this value is being realized on reg- 
ular sales of 1,000-lb. lots, 

BALM OF GILEAD BUDS.—The ba- 
sis of 40@42c. lately established remains 
current at this writing, sales being re- 
ported within the range, according to 
quantity. 

BAYBERRY WAX.—The market is 
very lightly supplied, and in the usual 
quarters little of the new crop seems 
to be available. One dealer reports the 
expected arrival of a choice lot amount- 
ing to about 500 Ilbs., which will be held 
at 55c. 

BEESWAX.—The tendency of the 
market continues firm and a sale of a 
round lot of Cuban wax is reported at 
3144c. for arrival. On spot, crude yel- 
low is held at 32@33c., while values 
for refined’ range from 34@386c. 

BISMUTH PREPARATIONS. — The 
decline that was awaited last week up- 
on the reduction of 4s. in the metal 
abroad has been realized, announce- 
ment to this effect having been made 
on Saturday afternoon, but the new 
schedule becomes operative on Mon- 
day. Quotations are now as follows:— 
Citrate, $1.85@2; oxychloride, $1.75@1.80; 
Salicylate, 40 per cent., $1.70; 64 per 

cent., $1.95, subcarbonate, $1.75@1.80; sub- 
gallate, $1.85@1.90, subiodide, $4; sub- 
nitrate, $1.50@1.55.

CANTHARIDES.—With “the disposal 
of the few cheap lots of whole Chinese 
lately on the market, values have re- 
sponded more to the force of the pri- 
mary situation, whole flies now being 
maintained at 52144@55c. and pow- 
dered at 55@58c. The Russian variety 
is also on a well: established basis at 
$1.25@1.30 for whole and at $1.30 for 
powdered. 7 
CARNAUBA WAX.—Buyers are still 


inclined to pursue their waiting tac- 
tics, but there seems to be no early 
prospect for any material relaxation 


from the relatively high level of values, 
Late advices from Brazil report that if 
wealtther ;conditions continue favora- 
ble, the crop will probably be of nor- 
mal proportions, with more high grade 
wax than was yielded last year. Any 
heavy rains would be. likely to wash 
considerable quantities of wax that 
has now formed on_ the _ trees, 
We are advised that the first ship- 
ments of the new crop from Brazil 
here aggregate about 100 bags of vari- 
ous grades, due late this month. One 
lot of 50 bags is reported entirely sold 
and a part of the.remaining lot has 
also been disposed of. A little Flor. 
wax, which has been very scarce, is 
offered on spot at 52@53c. Quotations 
here’ for Other varieties are as fol- 
lows:—No. 1, 48%@49c.; No. 2, 38@42c.; 
No. 3, 301%4@31\%c.; North Country, 32@ 
33c. 

CHLOROFORM.—A new maker has 
entered the field, employing the acetone 
process, which has been in operation 
for many years. Prices are not likely 
to show any departure from the 25@ 
30c. basis, which, it will be recalled, 
was reached after a series of steady 
declines, with the object of discourag- 
ing competition that might be other- 
wise stimulated by the expiration of 
the patents governing the acetone pro- 
cess. 

CASTILE SOAP.—Prices for Conti's 
will probably remain unchanged dur- 
ing 1906, advices having been received 
establishing them for the opening of 
the year on the basis that has pre- 
vailed during late years, 10%c. ex dock 
for arrival and 10%c. from store. These 
are, necessarily, subject to change, but 
the recent experience of the dealers 
handling this brand has been the prev- 
alence during the year of the price 
named at the opening. 

COCAINE.—The stronger course of 
values for coca leaves lends further 
confidence to the expectations for an 
advance over the current basis of $3.25 
for bulk.

Sassafras bark is maintained in sev- 
eral quarters at an advance to 13@lic., 
but we are in a position to repeat the 
lately prevailing quotation of 12c. for 
sifted. 

The dull state of the market for cas- 
cara sagrada continues, and there are 
sellers of 1905 bark at 5c. 


Cottonroot bark is quiet but appar- 
entiy steady at 9@10c. 
Select elm is available more in buy- 
ers’ favor at 17@18c. 
Beans, 


The market for vanilla beans presents 
no new features this week, but the 
movement is of fairly steady propor- 
tions, chiefly on jobbing requirements. 
According to some reports, the new 
crop of Mexican beans is developing 
more favorably than was at first indi- 
cated, and there is apparently little to 
justify any early improvement in prices. 
It is estimated that there are between 
250 and 300 cases of whole beans of the 
previous crop in Mexico and with the 
holdings in this market the visible sup- 
ply is of liberal proportions. Spot val- 
ues show no variation from §$2.75@3 
for whole and $1.75@2.50 for cut. Bour- 
bons are offered from abroad at at- 
tractive prices, which are in close com- 
petition with those for Mexican. For 
Angostura tonka beans 60c. is. still 
named, but the views of most holders 
are within the range of 624%@65c 


Berries. 


The relaxation of the strong position 
of juniper berries, noted last week, 
seems to have been checked, chiefly 
through the influence of the report of 
the loss of the steamship Adriadne from 
Leghorn to Rotterdam and Antwerp, 
with about 1,000 bags (65 tons) on board. 
This has contributed to a lively market 
in Leghorn, where the prospect of cover- 
ing the loss is regarded with consider- 
able uncertainty. Some dock goods on 
spot have been sold at 4c., but it is 
doubtful whether anything is now 
available from store below 4%c. There 
has been a material reduction of the 
spot stocks. 

Essential Oils. 


The Messina essences have attracted 


the chief interest in this department 
during the week, the effect of the 
strength of primary conditions be- 


ing manifested to a more responsive 
degree on spot value. As noted in late 
reports, the market for sweet orange 
oil has been gaining steady improve- 
ment, and bergamot and lemon now 
share in the upward movement. The 
large demand for the fruit has been 
the means of restricting the production 
of orange oil. Late advices report that 
shippers of bergamot on early contracts 
are seeking to evade their fulfillment. 
Stocks of lemon oil in Messina are said 
to have been reduced to an extent that 
has lent its impression on prices. We 
find the following quotations to pre- 
vail generally:—Bergamot, $2.15@2.30; 
lemon, 57@66c.; sweet orange, $1.95@ 
2.20, 

Arrivals of white camphor oil aggre- 
gating 667 cases on two vessels this 
week have not appreciably affected the 
lightness of spot stocks, the lots hav- 
ing been largely sold. The prevailing 
quotation for natural white oil remains 
25c., but for the bi-product oil down to 
12c. is named. The outlook is favor- 
able for a continued strong market, as 
futures to the end of March in Japan 
are said to be controlled, with an op- 
tion on those until July. 

There has been an active movement 
in anise, despite the stronger position 
of holders, and the market is sus- 
tained on a very steady basis at $1.30 
@1.35 for high test oil. Cassia is gen- 
erally maintained at 80@82%c. for 75@ 
80 per cent., but we find 77%c. named 
in a limited way. 

A firmer tone characterizes the mar- 
ket for cedar leaf, nothing more being 
available from the producing sections. 
In some local quarters an advance over 
the current basis of 60@65c. is regarded 
as a probability of the early future, 
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J. L. Hopkins & Co. 


Citronella is without further change 
from 35@387c., but the tone of the mar- 
ket is easy, with little prospect for a 
turn in the nearby situation. 

About the only interest in the pep- 
permint market is the continued de- 
mand of bottled oil for export. One 
inquiry this week involved 50 cases. 
This variety is firmly held at $3.10@ 
3.15. The movement in bulk is not gen- 
erally active, although some dealers 
report that the holiday demand is still 
brisk. While there is no change to note 
from $2.40@2.50 on spot, concessions are 
said to be available, upon the readier 
disposition of primary holders to yield 
more to buyers’ interests. 

Natural sassafras is in more favor- 
able regard, stronger views prevailing 
in the producing districts. For prime 
natural it is doubtful whether 55c. can 
be shaded. 

Clove oil remains steady, upon the 
etrong statistical position of the spice, 
at 874%@90c. in cans and at 90@92%c. in 
bottles. Buyers manifest some confi- 
dence in an abatement from this level, 
but this outcome does not seem to be 
warranted by the spice market. 


Flowers. 


No new developments are to be noted 
concerning saffron. American flowers 
are well sustained at $1.15@1.20, but the 
movement is comparatively slight. The 
Valencia variety remains without fur- 
ther change from $7.75@8.25. Alicante 
flowers range from $5@6, as to quality, 
quantity and seller. 

The market for Roman chamomile 
flowers continues on rather an uneven 
basis, sellers of old offering at 16@17e. 
and holders of new maintaining to 22c. 

Arnica flowers retain a good season- 
able outlet, with 9@10c. prevailing, but 
comparatively little is offered at the 
lower figure. 

Elder flowers are quiet, but without 
late change from 10@1l1c, 


Gums. 


The market for refined camphor has 
assumed a livelier state for both the 
native and the Japanese product. Do- 
mestic refiners maintain 82c. in bbls and 
824%c. in cases, while for the foreign 
82c. is named for ozs. Under the pres- 
ent condition of the market in Japan 
the cost to lay down this variety is es- 
timated at 83c. 

There has been a decided improve- 
ment, chiefly in gamboge, upon the 
stimulating influences from abroad. 
Singapore stocks are said to be prac- 
tically nil, with no apparent relief in 
sight. There were no London arrivals 
during November, and the supplies 
there on the last day of the month 
were 12 cases. For prime pipe on spot 
85c. is now maintained. Some broken 
may be found outside at a concession. 

The arrival of 250 boxes of Curacao 
aloes this week is held at 6c. from first 
hands, but in the local trade there are 
sellers on the close basis of 6%@6%%c. 
For Barbadoes in gourds 14@l1éic. is still 
current. 

Myrrh sorts are firmer at 25@30c., as 
to quality, but siftings are unchanged 
from 22@23c. 

Arabic sorts are maintained at 6%@ 
7c. for amber up to llc. for choice white 
grades, but for next year the tenden- 
cy is said to be more in buyers’ favor. 


Herbs and Leaves, 


A firmer tone prevails for short 
buchu, and it is doubtful whether any 
prime green leaves are to be had below 
l6c., and up to 18c. is named for espe- 
cially choice grades. No new crop 
goods are yet offered from Cape Town. 
Long buchu are dull and obtainable at 
40@45c. 

The market for yerba santa has 
yielded to the influence of new arrivals, 
which are available at 7@7%c. Some 
of the goods received so far are of 
particularly fine quality. 

Good inquiries are manifested for 
Alexandria senna siftings, some grades 
readily commanding 6c. We find noth- 
ing offered below 5%. 

New crop arrivals of grindelia ro- 
busta do not seem to have affected the 
stability of the basis of 8@8%c., which 
has lately prevailed. 

Truxillo coca leaves are reported 
stronger in the primary ‘markets, but 
there is no change in spot from 17@18c.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
Chicago, Dec, 13, 1905. 


The trade in fertilizer is quiet. While there 
has been a little better demand for most of 
the classes of stuff than there was last week, 
the market has by no means recovered the ac- 
tivity which was so marked a feature of the 
trade before the recent dullness set in, and 
there is little expectation on the part of the 
sellers that there will be any life to the trade 
till after the first of the coming year. It is 
too near the holidays to look for new business. 
The business which has been done this week 
has been confined chiefly to the small packers 
and the outsiders who, through the course of 
the year, accumulate enough stuff to warrant 
an annual cleaning up. The big local packers 
have not been taking on any new business 
simply because they have practically all which 
they can attend to now. There is no doubt 
that they could sell a considerable quantity 
of the material if they were to lower the 
prices about 5c. per unit, but with the stocks 
of fertilizers very small here, there is no need, 
so they figure, to offer the material at a lower 
level of values. At some of the Western points 
there are reported to be some rather liberal ac- 
cumulations of stuff, but in Chicago the stocks 
are light, 

DRIED BLOOD.—This has been one of the 
leaders in such trade as the sellers have re- 
ported this week.- The sales have been mostly 
to the South, particularly in the Southern end 
of the Mississippi valley. The packers have 
not offered much blood, the bulk of the sales 
being made by the small outsiders. The quot- 
able price is $2,50, though there are few of the 
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sellers who are able to get this, 
this price, but will accept bids slightly under 


They quote 


it if necessary. The larger percentage of the 
stuff which has changed hands this week has 
been at $2.47%4, 

HOOF MEAL.—There is no more life to the 
trade than there was last week. Now and 
then a broker is able to work off a small lot, 
but the packers are not anxious to offer it 
as they can utilize the hoofs in other ways. 
It is still held nominally at $2.40. 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—There has 
been practically no trading. The sellers are 
offering a little, and the nominal price is 
$2.20@2.25, according to the ideas of the packer. 

TANKAGE.—There has been a fair trade for 
this time of the year in the medium grades 
of tankage. The 9 and 20 crushed still*leads 
the other grades as the best seller, but the 
supplies of this tankage are very small. Some 
12 and 12 has been sold to go South. There is 
a rather wide variance in the prices which the 
packers and the little holders are asking for 
the stuff, hardly any two of them quoting 
alike. The general range of values, as given 
out by the packers, are as follows: Nine and 
20 crushed, $2.20 and 10; 12 and 12, $2.32% 
and 10; 11 and 15, 30 and 10; 10 and 20,

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


General trade conditions show no 
important change, continuing satisfac- 
tory, with the holiday trade exception- 
ally active. The reports from the 
principal transportation companies are 
to the effect that the volume of mis- 
cellaneous freight has been heavier 
than at the corresponding period last 
year and they still find difficulty in 
handling {t promptly, although large 
additions have been made to their roll- 
ing stock. In the lines of trade repre- 
sented by the Reporter the demand 
for chemicals, both for prompt and 
forward shipment, has been fair, while 
deliveries on contracts have shown lit- 
tle falling off, but insufficient facilities 
of the transportation companies con- 
tinues. There has been a falling off in 
the demand for drugs, but an active 
holiday trade is reported in specialties 
There has been a light seasonable de- 
mand for dyestuffs, buying being re- 
stricted as the year draws to a close. 
The demand for paints has decreased, 
though consumption continues larger 
than usual at this season of the year. 
Oi's have been in fair request. In seed 
and mineral oils the movement has 
been good, but animal and fish oils 
have been rather quiet. The industrial 
situation continues highly satisfactory. 
The activity in the building trades 
continues, but labor troubles have be- 
come more threatening and extensive 
strikes are threatened. The reports 
from the metal trades are to the effect 
that the active demand for all prod- 
ucts continues, while the requirements 
of the railways show no dimi- 
nution. The reports from the textile 
industry continued very satisfactory, 
though labor troubles are threatened, 
Manufacturers of all classes of ma- 
chinery report a continued good de- 
mand, andethe outlook continues fa- 
vorable. The labor situation has be- 
come more threatening. More new 
strikes have been reported during the 
past week and some of these will prob- 
ably become troublesome. In this city 
the strike of the teamsters has extend- 
ed and it is feared that business in 
various lines will be greatly hampered. 
In the building trades several minor 
strikes are reported, the prospects be- 
ing that extensive strikes wiil follow 
after the turn of the year. The great 
agricultural staples have shown mod- 
erate variations during the past week, 
with no decided movement in either 
dire ction. Wheat opened on Monday 
at 95%c., and was fairly steady. The 
range for the week for December de- 
livery was 943%4@95%c., with the close 
on Friday at 95%4c. Corn started the 
week at 56c. and followed the course 
of wheat. The range for the week for 
December delivery was 54%@56c., with 
the close on Friday at 55c. Oats have 
continued steady throughout the week 
at 37e. Cotton developed weakness, 
but later gained strength, while the 
variations were of moderate extent. 
The range for the week for December 
delivery was 11.12@11.638c., with the 

.close on Friday at 11.60c. Lard was in- 
clined to weaken and elosed steady. 
The range for the week at Chicago for 
January delivery yas 7.2214@7.50c., 

with the close on Friday  7.30c. 
The market for time money ranged 
higher. The demand was moderate, 
and the supply appeared light. Rates 
at the close were 6@8 per cent. for 
thirty to sixty days, 6@8 per cent. for 
ninety days, 6 per cent. for four months, 
and 5%@6 per cent. for longer periods, 
Money on call at the Stock Exchange 
ranged from 3@15 per cent., with the 
bulk of the loans made at 8@14 per cent. 
The average rate was 8 per cent. The 
closing rate on Friday was 4 per cent. 
Mercantile paper has been in light sup- 
ply during the past week, with the de- 
mand also light, and rates were firmer. 
Rates at the close were 54%@6 per cent. 
for.sixty to ninety days’ indorsements, 
6 per cent. for choice single names hav- 
ing four to six months to run, and 6% 
per cent. for other grades. The price of 
bar silver advanced early in the week, 
but declined later, and closed steady on 
Friday at 65% @67\%c. for commercial 
bars, and 65%@67%c. for government 
assay bars, showing an advance of 
1%c. over the closing prices of last 
week, Mexican dollars closed at 50%c, 
bid and 52%4c. asked. The market for 
sterling exchange was strong through- 
out the week, but steadied later and 
closed quiet and strong on _ Friday. 
Rates for actual business at the close 
were 4.82% for sixty days, 4.86 for de- 
mand, and 4.864% for cables. The sup- 
ply of grain and cotton bills was good, 
while the demand was fair. Rates at 
the close were 4.81%@4.82%. The Indus- 
trials have continued to attract atten- 
tion, but there was less activity, though 
in Lead and Sugar trading was above 
the average. While there were no im- 
portant developments, reports, more or 
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less reliable, were more numerous, es- 
pecially about the prospective Lead 
merger, which was believed to be near 
consummation. The only important 
price change was a further advance in 
Lead. The general list of securities 
dealt in on the Stock Exchange was 
characterized by heavy trading and viv- 
lent price movements, with the market 
at times highly excited... The violent 
changes were frequent, but later in the 
week the market became _ unsettled, 
with very irregular changes. 

Sugar stock appeared to gain in 
strength on rather liberal buying, be- 
lieved to be on behalf of insiders, but 
when the stock went above 149 there 
was considerable profit taking, and 
when large blocks were offered there 
came a sharp reaction.

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 1464@151%, the lowest 
Tuesday and the highest Saturday, 
closing to-day at 151% bid. 

Cotton Oil stock showed considerable 
strength early in the week, but was in- 
fluenced to a great extent by the 
course of the general market. There 
was no news to affect the stock, while 
trading was moderate. The last sale 
on Friday was at 24%, 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 344%@36%, the lowest 
Monday and the highest Monday, clos- 
ing to-day at 34% bid. 

Lead stock appeared to be influenced 
by the excited condition of the general 
market, and the advances and breaks 
came in quick succession, though the 
transactions were smaller than _ for 
several weeks. While there were no 
developments there were various re- 
ports as to the “merger agreement,” 
some contending announcement of its 
completion would be made this week.

tains none of the 
elaborate measure under consideration by 
the committee of manufacturers last 
spring, which contemplated an increase 
in the revenues as the result of ra 
the tax on blended or rectified spirits, 
reasons for this change of program 
numerous. In the first place, it has 
been found advisable at this time to 
recommend a reduction in the tax on 
pure grain spirits from $1.10 to 70 cents 
as heretofore been proposed. Eliminating 
this reduction, it doubtful if the free 
use of methylated spirits will cause any 
decline in the internal revenue receipts, 
as such spirits will be chiefly employed 
where substitutes are now used. As the 
free alcohol program, therefore, will not 
involve a loss of internal revenue re- 
ceipts, it has been considered advisable 
not to attempt to increase these receipts 
by any such device as that of raising the 
tax on blended spirits. In connection 
with the revenue phase of the case, it has 
also been found that the large deficiency 
which wus threatened last spring has 
dwindied until, in his annual report just 
submitted to Congress by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the prediction is made 
that on June 30 next, the shortage will 
not exceed $8,000,000. With a cash balance 
of more than $80,000,000, exclusive of the 
gold reserve, it is not deemed important 
to consider any slight decline’ that might 
result from granting the free use of 
methylated alcohol for industrial. pur-

more than doubled in price during the past few 
years, and since, Owing to the largely increased 
use of this class of engines for farmwork, the 
demand for gasoline is rapidly exceeding the 
supply, the necessity for securing a cheap, sat- 
isfactory and permanent supply of fuel has be- 
come a very serious question. 

“Alcohol, distilled from corn and other farm 
products, which has been rendered undrink- 
able by the admixture of some poisonous sub- 
stance, is the only fuel which meets all these 
conditions. A fire started with alcohol is one 
of the easiest to extinguish, owing to the fact 
that it mixes freely with water. Alcohol] is 
clean and free from disagreeable odor and 
danger of accidental explosion, and when 
burned with an incandescent mantle gives a 
brilliant, steady white light. The alcohol lamp 
with mantle is simple and inexpensive, and 
would be cheaper than all other forms of light- 
ing now in use on American farms if no tax 
was imposed on industrial alcohol. 

“The production of the enormous quantity of 
alcohol that would be used if the tax were re- 
moved would create a new market for exces- 
sive crops of corn, potatoes or the waste prod- 
ucts of the beet and cane sugar industries, etc. 
Tax-free alcohol would give the farmers a sort 
of balance wheel by providing a market for 
crops not otherwise marketable, since a crop 
partly spciled could be made the source of 
cheap alcohol for industrial purposes, and the 
loss to the farmers from low-priced crops would 
be largely compensated for by the low cost of 
the aleohol fuel made therefrom, 

“The revenue laws of all other commercial 
rations, including Great. Britain, Germany, 
France, Austria-Hungary, Italy, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Russia, Switzerland, Norway,- Sweden; 
Denmark, Cuba, Venezuela, Brazil, Argentine 
Republic, Chili and Peru provide that no tax 
shall be imposed on alcohol intended for in- 
dustrial purposes, and as the enactment of 
similar legislation would directly benefit every 
farmer in the United States, Congress should 
take such action at the earliest possible date."’ 

Accompanying this memorial is a report 
from a special committee of the National 
Grange advoc ating free d ne urizged alep- 
hol, from whit h the fallo g extract tis 
taken ;—

The Committee of Manufacturers have 
gathered some interesting data with re- 
gard to the cost of producing pure grain 
alcohol free of tax and in a memorandum 
received by the Ways and Means Com- 
mitee the following statement on this 
point is made:— 

“The cost alcohol is determined, in a 
measure, by product from which it is made, 
Che Germans their alcohol principally 
from potatoes, while the French use beet roots, 
in the West Indies and South America the 
refuse in the manufacture of sugar is em- 
ployed. In Germany, until “recently, the price 
of denaturized alcohol ranged from 13% to 16 
per gallon for 50-gallon lots, the de 
naturant used determining the cost. The price 
has since advanced some, which indicates an 
increased demand and thus greater profit to the 
iarmers raising the potatoes. 

“It is stated in Power that a New York dis- 
tiller produced alcohol at a cost of 8 cents per 
gallon. It was sold in New York in carload 
lots at $2.26. The tax is $2.08 per gallon, 
which would leave 18 cents to cover cost of 
production, profit and risk of tax. 

“In the report of Platt and Russell, page 
VIL. of the Joint Select Committee appointed to 
report on the advisability of removing the tax 
on industrial alcohol, distillers testified that the | 
cost of production was 8% cents per proof gal- | 
lon. Other distillers claim that on 40-cent 
coin it can be manufactured for 13% cents per 
gailon of 94 per cent. strength 

“Alcohol has been made in 
acetylene a cost of 15 cents per gallon, and 
it was estimated that if the calcium carbide 
used in its production was manufactured at the 
same place the cost would be reduced by this 
method to 8.7 cents per gallon 

“In Cuba, Peru, Brazil and 
lucing countries the alcohol 
rom the waste products, 
cheaply produced, The present 
is about 10 cents per gallon.

Careful examination of this bill shows 
that “it is practically identical with the 
measure presented in the last Congress 
by Representative Tawney, of Minnesota. 
It did-not originate with the committee 
of manufacturers nor is it favored by 
them. It is the belief of those best in- 
formed in the premises, that practically 
all the present output of wood alcohol 
would be required as a methylating agent 
should the Calderhead bill become a law, 
and there would, therefore, be no occa- 
sion for levying a tax upon it.

Pharmacy and Patent Medicines 


in Honduras. 


Consul Alger, of Tegucigalpa, reports 
that there are no regulations or restric- 
tions in Honduras as to the sale of patent 
medicines. With regard to pharmacy, ar- 
ticles that may be used are specified in 
the penal code and police regulations 
under which business must be done. The 
consul sends the substance of these regu- 
lations, which follow:— 


No prescription shall be filled unless clearly 
written in the Spanish language, without ab- 
breviations, except those in common use as 
regards the method of preparation, and must 
be signed by a regular doctor of medicine. 

All prescriptions that are filled must be 
sealed and numbered, with number correspond- 
ing to that of the register kept by the phar- 
macist, returning to the interested party. the 
Original prescription or a sealed and numbered 
copy of same, 

When in the judgment of the pharmacist the 
filing of a prescription which calls for the 
largest doses of a drug that might be prejudi- 
cial in taking, he will return the same unde: 
seal to the physician who issued it, calling on 
aaa to accept over his signature all responsi- 
bility. 

No prescription shall be filled a second time. 
The physician ordering its repetition § shall 
state how many times repetition is necessary. 
The prescription is to be dated each time it is 
put up, adding initials—Rp-a-i (recipe ad in- 
tegran). 

Violation of any of the regulations is pun- 
ished with a fine of from $50 to $500, and 
closing of the pharmacy in case of further 


offense. 
The commission is constituted or composed 


of the inspector of hygiene, one pharmacist, 
and the agent of police to revise the books and 
inspect the condition and quality of drugs and 
medicines. The medical faculty is informed of 
the result of revision and inspection. 

The sale of medicines is positively forbidden 
at any place except an authorized pharmacy.

Pure Food and Drugs Bills. 


Washington, Dec. 15, 1906. 


The issue between the House and Sen- 
ate on the question of the passage of a 
pure food and drug bill has been sharply 
outlined in the first fortnight of the new 
session by the presentation of three mea- 
sures, one drafted by Representative 
Hepburn, of Iowa, chairman of the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce; one by Senator McCumber, of 
North Dakota, the original champion in 
the upper house of a pure food and drug 
bill; and the third by Senator Heyburn, 
of Idaho, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Manufactures, which has juris- 
diction of this subject. The Hepburn bill 
is the one that will be generally favored 
by the drug trade, and although the Mc- 
Cumber and Heyburn bills differ from 
each other in important particulars, they 
are both likely to be strongly opposed by 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists and the other organiza- 
tions in the drug trade. 

The Hepburn bill is drawn on lines sim- 
ilar to those of the original Brosius 
measure, which was presented in the last 
House, where it was passed by a large 
majority only to be sidetracked in the 
Senate in favor of the so-called McCum- 
ber bill. The friends of the House mea- 
sure were able, however, to prevent the 
passage of the Senate bill and Congress 
therefore adjourned without action. The 
Hepburn bill provides for the organiza- 
tion of the chemical bureau of the De- 
partment of Agriculture into a Bureau of 


Chemistry and Foods, which, in addition 
to its present functions, ‘‘shall be charged 
with the inspection of food and drug 
products as hereinafter provided in this 
act.” The Secretary of Agriculture is 
authorized to make all necessary rules 
and regulations for carrying out the oh 
visions of the proposed law under which 
the director of the Bureau of Chemistry 
and Foods shall procure from time to 
lime and analyze chemically, microscopi- 
cally or otherwise, ‘‘samples of foods and 
drugs offered for sale in original un- 
broken packages in the District of Co- 
lumbia, in any Territory or in any State 
other than that in which tl#ey shall have 
been respectively manufactured or pro- 
duced or from a foreign country, or in- 
tended for export to a foreign country.” 
The principal section of the Hepburn bill, 
which defines offenses and provides for 
their punishment, is as follows:— 

“Sec. 2. That the introduction into any 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia 
from any other State or Territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or from any foreign country, 
or shipment to any foreign country of any 
article of food or drugs which is adulterated 
or misbranded, within the meaning of this 
act, is hereby prohibited; and any person who 
shall ship or deliver for shipment from any 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia 
to any other State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia, or to a foreign country, or who 
shall receive in any State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia from any other State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia, or for- 
eign country, or who, having received, shall 
deliver, in original unbroken packages, for pay 
cr otherwise, or offer to deliver to any other 
person, any such article so adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of this act, or 
any person who shall sell or offer for sale in 
the District of Columbia or the Territories of 
the United States such adulterated, mixed, 
misbranded, or imitated foods or drugs, or ex- 
port or offer to export the same to any for- 
eign country, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and for such offense be fined not exceeding two 
hundred dollars for the first offense and for 
each subsequent offense not exceeding three 
hundred doliars or be imprisoned not exceed- 
ing one year, or both, in the discretion of the 
court; provided, nevertheless, that no article 
shall be deemed misbranded or adulterated 
within the provisions of this act when intended 
for export to any foreign country and pre- 
pared or packed according to the specifications 
or directions of the foreign purchaser when 
no substance is used in the preparation or 
packing thereof in conflict with the laws of 
the foreign country to which said article is in- 
tended to be shipped; but if said article shall 
be in fact sold or offered for sale for domestic 
use or consumption then this proviso shall not 
exempt said article from the operation of all 
the other provisions of this act.’’ 

It is further provided that if it shall 
appear from any examination of foods or 
drugs procured by the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture under the terms of the Paes 
law that any of the provisions of the act 
have been violated, the Secretary ‘‘shall 
at once certify the facts to the proper 
United States district eoeeeee. with a 
copy of the results of the analysis, duly 
authenticated by the analyst under oath.” 

It is made the duty of every district at- 
torney to whom the Secretary of Agri- 
culture shall report any violation of this 
act ‘‘to cause proceedings to be com- 
menced and prosecuted without delay for 
o anne and penalties in such case pro- 
vided.”’ 

No feature of the Hepburn bill is of 
greater importance than those setting 
forth the definitions of the terms “drug,” 
“food,"’ ete., and the use of the terms 
“misbranded” and “‘adulterated,’’ for it is 
as to these provisions that the chief con- 
troversies have arisen between the advo- 
cates of the House and Senate measures. 
These provisions of the Hepburn bill are 
as follows:— 

‘Sec. 5. That the term ‘drug,’ as used in 
this act, shall include all medicines and prep- 
arations recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia for internal or external use. The 
term ‘food,’ as used herein, shall include all 
articles used for food, drink, confectionery or 
condiment by man or domestic animals, 
whether simple, mixed or compound. The term 
‘misbranded,’ as used herein, shall apply to all 
drug or articles of food,-or articles which en- 
ter into the composition of food, the package 
or label of which shall bear any statement re- 
garding the ingredients or substances con- 
tained in such article, which statement shall 
be false or misleading in any particular, and 
to any food or drug product which is falsely 
branded as to the State, Territory or country 
in which it is manufactured or produced. 

‘Sec. 6. That for the purpose of this act an 
article shall be deemed to be adulterated. 

“In case of drugs:— 

“First. If, when a drug is sold under or by 
a name recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia, it differs from the standard of 
strength, quality or purity, as determined by 
the test laid down in the United States Phar- 
seacepeeis official at the time of the investiga- 
tion. 

‘Second. If its strength or purity fall below 
the professed standard under which it is sold. 

“Third. If it be an imitation of or offered 
for sale under the name of another article. 

‘In the case of confectionery :— 

“If it contain terra alba, barytes, talc, 
chrome yellow or other mineral substances o1 
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poisonous colors, or flavors, or other 
gredients deleterious or detrimental to health.’’ 

It will be noted that the term ‘‘drug”’ 
as used in the Hepburn bill is confined to 
“all medicines and preparations recog- 
nized in the United States Pharmacopeeia 
for internal or external use.’’ In both the 
McCumber and Heyburn measures the 
term includes ‘also any substance in- 
tended to be used for the cure, mitiga- 
tion or prevention of disease.’’ This 
marked difference in the House and Sen- 
ate measures has been the chief bone of 
contention in the past two Congresses 
and it is a fair statement that but for 
the stubborn adherence of Senators Hey- 
burn and McCumber to the extraordinary 
definition of the term “drug,’’ as em- 
bodied in their bilis, there would have 
been legislation on this subject in the last 
session of the Fifty-eighth Congress, if 
not before. 

The Hepburn bill further provides that 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
Agriculture to “fix standards of food 
products when advisable for the guidance 
of the officials charged with the admin- 
i istration of food laws and for the infor- 
{ mation of the courts and to determine 
i the wholesomeness or unwholesomeness 
' of preservatives and other substances 

which are or may be added to foods,” 
i and he is authorized to call upon the As- 
| sociation of Official Agricultural Chemists 
| for aid in reaching just decisions in sueh 
' matters. To assist the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in securing samples when desired, 
the Hepburn bill provides that every 
manufacturer or dealer handling drugs or 
foods which have been or may be trans- 
mitted from State to State, “shall fur- 
nish within business hours and upon ten- 
der and full payment of the selling price 
a sample of such drugs or article of food 
to any person duly authorized by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to receive the same, 
and who shall apply to such manufac- 
turer, producer or vender, or person de- 
livering to a purchaser, such drug or 
article of food for such sample for such 
use in sufficient quantity for the ‘analysis 
of any such article or articles in his pos- 
session.”’ 

Any person failing to comply with this 
requirement shall be fined not exceeding 
$100 or imprisoned not exceeding 100 days 
er both. Any person found guilty of 
manufacturing or offering for sale or sell- 
ing an adulterated, impure or misbranded 
article of food or drug “shall be ad- 
judged to pay in addition to the penalties 
hereinbefore provided for all the neces- 
sary costs and expenses incurred in in- 
specting and analyzing such adulterated 
articles which said person may have been 
found guilty of manufacturing, selling or 
offering for sale.”’ 

An important provision defines the court 
proceedings for its execution as follows:— 


“That any article of food or drug that is 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of this act, and is transported or being trans- 
ported from one State to another for sale, or 
if it be sold or offered for sale in the District 
of Columbia and the Territories of the United 


—— 


Se 


States, or if it be imported from a foreign 
country for sale, or if intended for export to 
a foreign country, shall be liable to be pro- 
ceeded against in any district court of the 
United States, within the district where the 
same is found and seized for confiscation, by 
a process of libel for condemnation. And if 





such article is condemned as being adulterated 
the same shall be disposed of as the said court 
may direct, and the proceeds thereof, if sold, 
less the legal costs and charges, shall be paid 
into the Treasury of the United States, but 
such goods shall nut be sold in any State con- 
trary to the laws of that State. The proceed- 
ings of such libel cases shall conform as near 
as may be to proceedings in admiralty, except 
that either party may demand trial by jury of 
any issue of fact joined in such case; and all 
such proceedings shall be at the suit of and in 
the name of the United States.’’ 

The final section of the bill is a re- 
enactment of the present law under 
which the Secretary of Agriculture sam- 
ples and analyzes imported foods, drugs 
and liquors. 

In view of Senator Heyburn’s position 
as chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Manufactures, it is deemed probable that 
if the House bill passes and reaches the 


Senate his measure will be_ substituted 
therefor rather than the McCumber bill. 


The Heyburn bill, instead of clothing the 
Secretary of Agriculture with full juris- 
diction over this important subject, pro- 
vides that ‘‘the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall 
make uniform rules and regulations for 
the collection and examination of speci- 
mens of foods, drugs, medicines and 
liquors manufactured or offered for sale 
in the District of Columbia, or in any 


other district, Territory or insular pos- 
session of the United States, or which 
shall be offered for sale in unbroken 


packages in any State other than that in 
which they shall have been respectively 
manufactured or produced, or which shall 
be received from any foreign country, or 
intended for shipment to any foreign 
country, or which may be submitted for 
examination by the chief health officer of 
any State, Territory or district or insular 
possession, or at any domestic or foreign 
port through which such product is of- 
fered for interstate commerce or for ex- 
port or import between the United States 
and any foreign port or country.” 

Any person violating the provisions of 
the Heyburn bill is rendered liable to a 
fine of not less than $1,000 or imprison- 
ment not to exceed one year, or both 
such fine and imprisonment, and to reach 
corporations as well as individuals the 
following provision is added to the penal 
sections of the measure:— 

“That in the case of any violation of the 
provisions of the foregoing two sections by any 
corporation, the fines and penalties imposed 
therefor may be enforced against the officers 
of such corporation personally, and any viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this act by 
any corporation shall be deemed to be the act

States on terms as favorable as those accorded 
to any other nation, then there shall be levied

The definitions of the Heyburn bill 
should receive the careful examination of 
the drug trade. As applied to drugs, they 


are as follows:— 
“That the term ‘drug,’ as used in this act, 
shali include all medicines and preparations 


recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia 


or National Formulary for internal and ex- 
ternal use; also any substance intended to be 
used for the cure, mitigation or prevention of 
disease, 








‘That for the purpose of this act any article 
shall be deemed to be adulterated:— 

“In case of drugs:— 

‘First. If, when a drug is sold under or by 
a name recognized in-the United States Phar- 
macopoeia or National Formulary, it differs 
from the standard of strength, quality or 
purity, as determined by the test laid down in 
the United States Pharmacopoeia or National 
Formulary official at the time of investiga- 


tion; provided, that no drug not defined in the 
United States Pharmacopoeia or National For- 
mulary shall be deemed to be adulterated under 


this provision, if the stndard of strength, 
quality or purity be plainiy stated upon the 
bottle, box or other container thereof as origi 


nally packed. 

“Second. If its strength or purity fall below 
the professed standard or quality under which 
it is sold. 


“That such drug shall be deemed to be mis- 
branded :— 
“First. If it be an imitation of or offered 


for sale under the name of another article. 
“Second. If the package containing it, or its 


label, shall bear any statement regarding the 
ingredients or the substances contained 
therein, which statement shall be false or 


misleading in any particular, or if the same is 
faisely branded as to the country, State or 
Territory, or place therein, in which it is manu- 
factured or produced, or if the contents of the 
original package shall have been removed, in 
whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package.”’ 


The general administrative features of 
the Heyburn bill are similar to those of 
the Hepburn measure... In view, however, 
of the drastic regulations: with reference 
to adulterants, misbranding, etc., a provi- 
sion has been incorporated designed to 
protect the innnocent retailer, as fol- 
lows :— 

‘That no dealer shall be convicted under the 
provisions of this act when he can establish 
a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, jobber, 
manufacturer or other party residing in the 
United States, from whom he purchases such 
articles, to the effect that the same is not 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of this act, designating it. Said guaranty, to 
afford protection, shall contain the name and 
address of the party or parties making the 
sale of such articles to such dealer, and in 
such case said party or parties shall be amen- 
able to the prosecutions, gneés and other penal- 
ties which would attach, in due course, to the 
dealer under the provisions of this act.’’ 


As in the Hepburn bill, both the Mc- 
Cumber and Heyburn bills make it the 
duty of every district attorney to whom 
shall be reported violations of the pro- 
posed law to cause proceedings to be 
commenced and prosecuted without delay 
for the fines and penalties in such cases 
provided. 








It is understood that the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce will give a series of hearings on 


the Hepburn bill soon after the holiday 
recess. As the House bill is fairly satis- 
factory to the drug trade, it is not an- 
ticipated that representatives of the trade 
will take an important part in the hear- 
ings, but they will naturally scan with 
close attention any amendments that may 
be offered either in the House Committee 
or on the floor.

Tariff Measures Before Congress. 
Washington, Dec. 15, 1906. 

The first fortnight of the new Congress 
has furnished an opportunity for the in- 
troduction of at least a dozen bills re- 
lating to the tariff, several of which are 
of general importance to all trades. They 
have been referred to the House Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means and the Senate 
Finance Committee. Perhaps the most 
important of these measures is that pre- 
sented by Senator Lodge, whose close re- 
lations with the administration lend a 
special significance to everything he may 
do. His bill may be described as a com- 
bination retaliation and reciprocity mea- 
sure. Its enactment would be equivalent 
to the adoption by the United States of a 
maximum and minimum tariff, and it has 
been presented out of deference to the 
rapidly increasing sentiment in New Eng- 
land and the East in favor of the crea- 


tion by Congress of a new and practi- 
cable basis for the negotiation of re- 
ciprocity treaties. The text of Mr. 


Lodge’s bill is brief and the intent is per- 
fectly clear. He proposes that products 
imported from countries which do not 
grant the most-favored-nation treatment 
to American goods shall pay a surtax of 
a certain per cent., while the products of 
countries which ievy their minimum du- 
ties upon our goods shall be entitled to a 
reduction of a certain per cent. from the 
Dingley rates. The amounts of the sur- 
tax and of the reduction are not stated 
in the bill, as Mr. Lodge proposes that 
they shall be agreed upon by the commit- 
tees of the House and Senate. The text 
of his measure is as follows:— 

“That when any country discriminates

As the midwinter holidays draw 
nearer, ordinary business affairs are 
receiving less and less attention. Con- 
sequently the chemical market has a 
tame and uninteresting appearance, 
with scarcely a change in prices that 
calls for special mention, a further 
slight advance in blue vitriol being the 
more important. Alkali and caustic 
soda for forward delivery-are in good 
demand. Bleaching powder remains 
quiet but steady. Chlorate of potash 
and chlorate of soda are in very scant 
supply, especially the latter, and par- 
cels for prompt delivery are firmly 
held at full quoted figures. Arsenic 
has moved more freely, but there is no 
material change in market conditions 
Acids of all kinds continue in good re- 
quest for forward delivery. Sugar of 
lead continues in light supply and 
firm, with prices tending upward. The 
other light chemicals are seasonably 
quiet with the undertone of the general 
market steady. Late mail advices from 
Liverpool say :— 

Sulphate of copper continues to move upward 
and £24 15s. is now quoted for prompt, while 
£24 17s. 6d. has been paid for spring delivery, 
and 2s. 6d.@is. more money now asked for latter 
delivery. Outside of sulphate of copper there 
is nothing that cails for special comment on 
the ordinary lines of heavy chemicals. Soda 
ash in request at the usual range as to market.

War Against White Lead in France. 

Consul-General Mason, of Paris, fur- 
nishes a report on the agitation that has 
been in progress for some time in France 
against the use of white lead in prepar- 
ing paint for industrial purposes. The 
consul-general writes:— 


years of more or less desultory 
agitation and discussion the protest against 
the use of white lead as a material for indus- 
trial painting has assumed in this country the 
form and proportions of a definite and insistent 
measure of reform. There was held recently 
in the great hall of the Trocadero in Paris a 
meeting of scientists, philanthropists, con- 
tractors, master and journeymen painters to 
the number of nearly 2,000, the purpose of 
which was to put into definite form some of 
the facts and statistics which show the extent 
and danger of lead poisoning among painters 
and workmen in the white-lead factories, and 
the effects of such exposure upon the health 
of the workingmen and their children. The 
president of the assemblage, Professor Dieula- 
foy, was assisted by some of the most eminent 
scientists and physicians of France, among 
whom were Dr. Brouardel, Professors Rich- 
elot, Chantemesse and Vidal, and a large 
number of practicing physicians from Paris 
and the Departments. Among the vast as- 
semblage were delegates from the syndicates 
of industrial painters in Paris, Lille, Bourges, 
jordeaux, Nantes and other cities, so that the 
proceedings assumed a distinctly national and 
representative character. 

In his opening address Professor Dieulafoy 
stated that it was a matter of common knowl- 
edge and experience among physicians whose 
practice is among the people of the working 
class that journeymen painters who use white 
lead for interior or exterior work on buildings, 
as well as the workmen employed in white- 
lead factories, are often afflicted with a long 
train of diseases resulting from  saturnine 
poisoning. Among these maladies were cited 
suturnine colic, an intensely painful form of 
abdominal cramp; muscular and_ articular 
rheumatism, ending in muscular atrophy and 
paralysis; saturnine anemia and gout, which 
reduce the individual to a state of complete 
incapacity for tabor, and finally saturnine 
nephritis, which disorganizes the kidneys and 
leads to uremia and its various epileptic, 
apoplectic and delirious complications. This 
formidable arraignment was taken up and 
continued by Dr. Mosny, physician in chief at 
the Hospital St. Antoine, whose practice has 
brought him into contact with a great many 
cases of saturnine disease. Dr. Mosny read a 
letter from Professor Bertillon, the eminent 
criminologist, who confirmed from his own 
experience and observation the now generally 
acknowledged assertion that the manufacture 
and use for painting of white lead constitute 
two of the most unwholesome and dangerous 
occupations known to modern industry, 

But the most powerful and effective part of 
Dr. Mosny’s report was that in which he de- 
scribed the congenital effects of lead poisoning, 
the deplorable influences which are transmitted 
through parents affected with saturnine weak- 
ness and disease to their children. The poison 
attacks the system, both through the lungs by 
inhalation in the form of fine particles of dust, 
and through the digestive organs when taken 
into the stomach with food or drink that has 
been contaminated by the touch of soiled 
hands or exposure in an atmosphere poisoned 
with the dust or fumes of lead.

Federai Control of Petroleum 


Pipe Lines, 
Washington, Dec. 15, 1906. 


No less than four bills have been intro- 
duced in the House since the convening of 
the new Congress designed to provide 
federal control for pipe lines and oil tank 
cars. It is the purpose of the authors of 
these measures to so amend the interstate 
commerce law as to bring these facilities 
of transportation within the jurisdiction 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
by declaring them to be “common Car- 
riers’ within the meaning of the act of 
1887. The subject is qne that received 
some consideration during the last Con- 
gress, but no action was taken thereon 
and the advocates of the proposed legis- 
lation now hope to bring about its adop- 
tion as a result of the general agitation 
for the extension of federal control over 
the railroads of the country. 

The most important of these measures 
has been presented by Representative 
Hearst, of New York, under the title “a 
bill to supplement and amend the act en- 
titled ‘An Act to Regulate Commerce’ ap- 
proved February 4, 1887, and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplementary 
thereto.’”” The text of this measure, while 
directed specifically at pipe lines, would 
also reach tank cars as being included 
among “other means of transportation 
for conveying or transporting petroleum, 
etc.,”’ and is as follows:— 

“That all persons, copartnerships, joint stock 
companies, and corporations owning or operat- 
ing lines of pipe or other means of transporta- 
tion for conveying or transporting therein pe- 
troleum, liquids, or other products or property 
from one State or territory of the United States, 
or the District of Columbia, to any State or 
territory of the United States or to the District 
of Columbia, or through or over any portion 
of the public domain of the United States, or 
over, under, or across the navigable streams or 
waters of the United States, or over, under, or 
along any of the military or post-roads of the 


United States, are hereby constituted and de- 
clared to be common carriers, and all the pro- 
visions, so far as applicable, of the act en- 
titled ‘An Act to Regulate Commerce,’ ap- 
proved February 4th, 1897, and of the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, 
shall apply to all such common carriers, and 
all such common carriers shall hereafter be 
subject to the same regulation by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission as are cOmmon 
carriers owning or operating railroads. 

“Sec, 2. That the pipe lines of every such 
common carrier shall be open for transporta- 
tion to the public use, and all persons desiring 
to transport products through such pipe lines 
sha‘l have the absolute right upon equal terms 
to .uch transportation in the order of appli- 
cation therefor, on complying with the general 
requirements of such common carrier, as to de- 
livery for and payment of such transportation; 
and every such common carrier shall provide 
suitable and necessary receptacles for recelv- 
ing all such products for transportation, and 
for’ storage at the place of delivery until the 
same can reasonably be removed by the con- 
signee, and shall be liable as common carriers 
therefor from the time the same is delivered 
for transportation until a reasonable time after 
the same has been transported to the place 
of consignment and ready for delivery to the 
consignee. All rates and charges of every de- 
scription for and on account of, or in any 
manner connected with, the transportation of 
products through such pipe lines shall be fixed 
by such common carriers by general rules 
and regulations which shall be applicable to 
all parties who shall transport any products 
through such pipe lines, or deliver or contract 
to deliver produts for transportation through 
such pipe lines. All such rules and regula- 
tions, rates, tariffs, and charges shall be filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission at 
the time and in the manner in which tariff 
schedules of other common carriers are by the 
said act to regulate commerce and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto 
required to be filed. All charges made for 
any services rendered or to be rendered in the 
transportation of products through pipe lines 
and for the receiving, delivery, storage, and 
handling of such property, and for all facili- 
ties furnished in cennection with such trans- 
portation, shall be reasonable and just, and 
every unjust and unreasonable charge for such 
service is prohibited and declared to be unlaw- 
ful. And it shall be unlawful for any such 
common carrier, directly or indirectly, by any 
concession, agreement, discrimination, or de- 
vice, to receive, grant, or concede any other 
rate or compensation with respect to the trans- 
portation of products through such pipe lines, 
or for any services in connection therewith, 
than the rate of compensation specified in the 
schedules or tariffs filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission as herein provided. 

“Sec. 3. That after the expiration of sixty 
days from and after the passage of this act no 
person, copartnership, joint stock company, or 
corporation shall operate a pipe line for the 
transportation of petroleum or liquids or any 
product or property from one State or territory 
of the United States, or the District of Colum- 
bia, to any State or territory of the United 
States, or to the District of Columbia, or 
through or over any portion of the public do- 
main of the United States, or over, under, or 
across the navigable streams or waters of the 
United States, or over, under, or along any of 
the military or post-roads of the United States, 
unless and until such person, copartnership, 
joint stock company, or corporation shall have 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
its written acceptance of the restrictions and 
obligations required by this act. 

“Sec. 4. That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.’* . 


The agitation concerning the oil indus- 
try in Kansas has induced Representative 


Campbell of that State to bring forward a 
bill “declaring certain cars used in the 
transportation of articles of interstate and 
foreign commerce ‘common carriers,’ and 
prohibiting an ownership in or control 
over them by shippers.’’ In order that 
the measure should not appear to dis- 
criminate against petroleum tank cars, 
Mr. Campbell has drawn it to include re- 
frigerator cars and other private lines, but 
his chief object has been to reach the 
tank car in which petroleum is shipped by 
the owner of both the car and the oil 
This bill provides as follows:— 


‘‘That all ventilator cars, refrigerator cars, oll 
or tank cars, and any and all cars which have 
heretofore been termed ‘private cars,’ used in 
the transportation of any article or commodity 
of interstate or foreign commerce, are hereby 
declared to be and are common carriers, and 
subject to all laws, rules and regulations regu- 
lating or affecting common carriers in the 
transportation of articles or commodities of in- 
terstate and foreign commerce. 

Sec. 2. That from and after the passage of 
this act it shall be unlawful for any railway 
company engaged in the business of a common 
carrier to contract with any person, firm or 
corporation, being the producers or shippers of 
any article or commodity entering into inter- 
state or foreign commerce, for the shipment or 
transportation of such article or commodity 
when such article or commodity is offered for 
shipment or transportation in ventilator cars, 
refrigerator cars, tank cars, or private cars of 
any character whatsoever, owned or controlled, 
directly or indirectly, by such producers or ship- 
pers. To be a stockholder in, or director. or 
officer of any company owning or controlling 
such ventilator cars, refrigerator cars, tank cars, 
or private cars of whatever character, shall be 
construed as having such an interest as is pro- 
hibited by this act. 

‘Sec. 3. That any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion violating the provisions of this act shall, 
upon conviction, be fined in a sum not less than 
$5,000 and be imprisoned for a period of not 
less than thirty days. When a corporation has 
been found to be an offender under the pro- 
visions of this act, all the executive officers and 
agents of the traffic department of such cor- 
poration shall be deemed guilty and shall be 
punithed as in this section provided. 

“Scie. 4. That this act shall be in force and 
effect from and after its approval by the Pres- 
ident."’ 

A very comprehensive measure dealing 
with this same general subject has been 
introduced by Representative Thomas, of 
North Carolina. This was drawn so as to 
avoid mention of tank cars, which, how- 
ever, are embraced within the designation 
“any private freight car.’’ Instead, how- 
ever, of limiting the control of the federal 
statutes to the cars, it is extended by the 
Thomas bill to all persons or associations 
of persons, joint stock companies, cor- 
porations, etc., owning such cars and in 
operation would doubtless prove a more 
drastic provision of law than the Camp- 
bell bill. It provides as follows:— 


“That every person and every association of 
persons, and all joint stock companies and cor- 
porations, or association of such companies 
or corporations, owning or operating or owning 
and operating any private freight car, refrig- 
erator car, or any car or device for the trans- 
portation of freight of any kind, or for the 
preservation and transportation of any freight 
whatever, used in interstate commerce, be, and 
the same are hereby, made and declared to be 
common carriers and subject to all the provis- 
ions and penalties of the act to regulate com- 
merce approved February 4, 1897, and all acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto. 


“Sec. 2. That the term ‘transportation’ as 
used in the act entitled ‘An Act to regulate 
commerce’ aforesaid shall include cars and 
other vehicles and all instrumentalities and fa- 
ellities of shipment or carriage, irrespective 
of ownership or of any contract, express or im- 
plied, for the use thereof; and all services in 
connection with the receipt, delivery, ventila- 
tion, refrigeration or icing, storage and han- 
dling of property transported; and it shall be 
the duty of every carrier to provide and fur- 
nish such transportation upon reasonable re- 
quest therefor. All charges for any service 
rendered or to be rendered in the transportation 
of property as aforesaid, or in connection 
therewith, shall be just and reasonable; and 
every unjust aiid unreasonable charge for such 
service or any part thereof is prohibited and 
declared to be unlawufl. And the Interstate 
Commerce Commission shall have power to 
fix just and reasonable charges and rates for 
refrigeration or icing and transportation of 
all freight carried by private car lines or re- 
frigerator cars, and to enforce the same under 
the provisions of ‘An Act to regulate com- 
merce,’ approved February 4, 1897, and all acts 
amendatory thereof or supplemental thereto.’’ 

A fourth bill, drawn by Representative 
Robinson, of Arkansas, has also been 
presented in the House. It is merely a 
paraphrase of Section 1 of the Thomas bill 
and is without the declaratory provision 
concerning the construction of the term 
“‘transportation’’ embodied in that meas- 
ure. A similar bill was presented in the 
last House by Mr. Robinson, but did not 
receive any consideration at the hands of 
the House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, to which it was re- 
ferred, wail

ACID, TANNIC.—No change is 
to be noted in quotations, but the 
strength of the raw material is re- 
garded favoring an advance, espe- 
cially in crystals, which are offered at 
48@50c. The recent decline to this ba- 
sis cannot yet be reasonably explained. 
Commercial is well sustained at 35@37c. 
as to quantity. 

ALBUMEN.—Supplies of duck egg 
albumen continue extremely light on 
spot as well as in the markets abroad, 
and for small holdings in Europe 53@ 
57c., as to quality, is named. For di- 
rect shipment from China nothing is 
said to be available before February or 
March here. For Russian and other 
grades of prime chicken albumen pric es | 
show a range from 63@70c., and the 
shortage of the varieties not likely 
to be relieved until spring crop arrivals 
are due in June.

DEXTRINE.—The expectations that 
were manifested a short time ago for 
an easier tendency to prices for import- 
ed potato dextrine at the opening of 
the new year, because of the favorable 
crop prospec ts, do not seem to be near- 
ing realization at this time.

For nearby arrival 4c. has 
been the basis of fairly good sales of 
late, but 4.10c. is named far some dis- 
tant lots. We are advised that a bid of 
3.95c. was declined for 25 tons for near- 
by arrival. The Vandalia has arrived 
with 50 tons, which we are informed 
has been sold. The Seneca is also here 
with 350 tons and the Satsuma is due 
shortly with 300 tons.
